Black Bears Set 
or January 9 


The Department of Natural 
esources (DNR) will hold the 
irst of several informational 
meetings on black bears in 
Maryland on Tuesday, January 
9, at Garrett County Com- 
munity College, McHenry, at 7 
p.m 

The purpose of the meetings 
will be to determine alter- 
natives for the control of 
problems caused by Maryland's 
expanding bear population. The 
increasing black bear popula- 
tion has raised concerns by the 
agricultural community, bee 
keepers, and residents who 
have to contend with nusiance 
bears 

We also want to explain 
some of the myths associated 
with black bears,"’ said Gary 
Taylor, director of wildlife for 
DNR’s Forest, Park and Wild- 
life Service. ‘Black bears are 
animals to have in the 
wilds of Maryland,”’ said 
Taylor, ‘and ones we want to 
keep for future generations, but 
the problems associated with 
the animals need to be 
addressed. We have had 
increasing complaints of 
damage to corn and small grain 
crops as well as complaints 
from residents who ‘fear’ the 
presence of bears and consider 
thern nuisance animals." 

The meetings will provide an 
opportunity to citizens to 
express their feelings and 
thoughts on bear population 
management 

Displays will show how to 
protect bee hives and “‘bear- 
proof’ garbage containers, as 
well as illustrate studies being 
conducted on bears in Mary- 
land 

‘After the meeting in Garrett 
County, we will hold meetings 
throughout the state to give 
every citizen an opportunity to 
provide input into our manage- 
ment plan for black bears,"’ 
said Taylor

Fate Of Cherry Glade Run District 


Discussed By Sanitary Commission 


The fate of the Cherry Glade 
Run Sanitary District, north of 
Oakland, was a main topic of 
discussion at the regular 
meeting of the Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission held 
Tuesday evening 

According to Wendell Beitzel, 
Sanitary Commission director, 
the Oakland Mayor and Town 
Council has requested that 
Cherry Glade Run be 
abandoned as a sanitary 
district by the Garrett County 
Commissioners so that Oakland 
can assume full control and 
responsibility for the sewer 
system 

In response to its request, a 
letter has been sent to the 
Oakland Mayor and Town 
Council by the Sanitary 
Commission indicating that 
several problems needed to be 
resolved for this request to be 
honored, according to Beitzel 
He added that the same 
procedure that established 
Cherry Glade as a sanitary 
district would have to be 
followed in order to abandon 
that district 

That would include, Beitzel 
noted, a public hearing on the 
matter to allow for user 
participation 

Beitze| stated that sewer 
service to the Cherry Glade 
district (which is just outside 
the Oakland town limits and 
includes Mitchell Manor) was 
initially provided by the county

at the request of the town of 
Oakland. Now that the sewer 
system is completed, he said, 
there are disputes between 
Oakland and Sanitary 
Commission regarding the user 
charge system, sewer billing 
and ERU's (Equivalent 
Residential Units) 

Beitze! stated that Oakland 
has established an application 
fee of $550 per ERU and $350 for 
each additional ERU for multi- 
ERU users, noting that the 
Commission is opposed to this 
fee and considers it an unfair 
assessment. A proposal drawn 
up by the Sanitary Commission 
states, The Town cannot 
justify costs other than costs of 
processing applications or 
making inspections of 
connections. We feel this is an 
atternpt by Oakland to generate 
additional revenue from users 
simply because they are not 
Oakland residents."’ 

The proposed solution to this 
problem, according to the 
written proposal, is that 
Oakland must agree not to 
charge an application fee for 
more than $100 per user and 
that no additional charge can be 
assessed for multi-ERU users

County Lowest In 
Twelve ) ears 


The Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment 
Development last week 
released data revealing that the 
county's unemployment rate 
rose almost one full point from 
September to October, making 
October 1989 the lowest monthly 
unemployment rate for Garrett 
County in over 12 years, accord- 
ing to a news release from the 
Garrett County Commissioners’ 
Office Tuesday 

The October unemployment 
rate was 6.1 percent, while the 
September rate was 7.0 percent,

This compares with a 6.9 per- 
cent rate in October of last 
year 

The unemployment rate has 
not been that low since Septem- 
ber 1977, according to the com 
missioners’ office 

During the last decade, the 
county has experienced just 
under a 30 percent rise in job 
growth. ‘Although we usually 
think of ourselves as a rural and 
tourist industry oriented 
economy, it is interesting to 
note that one of the strongest 
job growth gains came from the 
manufacturing sector."’ stated 
Commission Chairman Ernest 
J. Gregg Jr 

Commissioner Elwood L 
Groves II added, ‘Data shows 
that a full 20 percent of Garrett 
County's jobs (2383) are pro 
vided by our 65 manufacturers 
To put this in perspective, Balti- 
more City has only approxi- 
mately 15 percent of its work 
force engaged in manufactur- 
ing, and we think of it as an 
industrial center 

Commissioner John C 
Braskey also commented, 
stating, ‘We are fortunate to 
have a large number of small, 
clean manufacturers, many of 
whom have grown during the 
1980s. During the past year 
we've launched a couple of new 
business incentive programs 
targeted to manufacturers’ 
needs 

Gregg added, ‘We believe we 
can now compete with any other 
area in enticing new manu- 
facturers to Garrett County 
during this new decade.”’ 
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Heck’s, Inc. Sells 
Retail Operations 
To Jordache Corp. 


Heck's, Inc. announced Fri 
day that it would sell its retail 
operations to Jordache Enter- 
prises, Inc., a New York based 
company, according to an Asso- 
ciated Press article 

Heck’'s, Inc. owns 55 discount 
stores in seven states, including 
one in Oakland. According to 
AP, the corporation was unable 
to turn a profit in the stores and 
was facing mounting debts 
totaling $9 million. Jordache's 
Retail Acquisition Corporation, 
a subsidiary of Jordache Enter- 
prises, has reportedly assumed 
the chain's debts and long term 
obligations 

According to Bill Bragg, gen- 
eral counsel for the Nitro, 
W.Va. based discount retailer, 
an average of five managerial 
positions have been eliminated 
at each store. But, he said, two 
new positions have been 
created. He added that laid-off 
employees were eligible to 
apply for those positions 

Bragg, however, noted that 
the personnel changes had 
nothing to do with the Jordache 
takeover, stating, “We were 
going to do that anvway.”’ 

According to one former local 
Heck's, Inc. employee, the 
managers were called in to the 
store early Tuesday and told 
their positions were being 
terminated with virtually no 
notice. The former employee 
did say that all the managers 
would be receiving severance 
and vacation pay 

Bragg was unable to com- 
ment on the type of store that 
would replace Heck’'s, Inc. but 
did say there would be a change 
in the “merchandising mix 
He also stated that no name had 
as yet been selected for the new 
operations 

When the company emerged 
from bankruptcy in September, 
it renamed its stores Take Ten 
Discount Club so that shoppers 
could save an additional 10 per- 
cent off store items. Take Ten 
members should be advised 
that their discount cards are no 
longer applicable. 

Jordache will assume all 
debts associated with the retail 
operations, including $22 
million in mortgages and $3.5 
million in annual rent. The 
transaction will reportedly be 
completed by spring 

Heck's, Inc. will move its 
company headquarters to Pitts- 
burgh and concentrate on its 
wholesale operation which 
distributes automotive mer- 
chandise through Steel City 
Products division, Pittsburgh, 
according to Heck's chairman, 
John Isaac Jr., adding that only 
one or two Heck's employees 
will be transferred to that city 
Heck’s has reportedly laid off 
up to 275 departmental 
managers 

According to reports, Isaac 
stated that the Christmas shop- 
ping season indicated the stores 
would no longer be able to 
operate, having reportedly lost 
a total of $8 million in operating 
costs for the quarter ending 
November 25 

Heck’s, Inc. owned retail 
properties in Maryland, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Tennessee, Virginia and 
Kentucky. According to the

A Privilege, Not A Right 


Garrett County nearly made it through 1989 
without a single traffic death caused by driving 
while intoxicated or under the influence of alcohol. 
(hen, on December 23, a young man allegedly DWI 
crashed his automobile head-on into another vehicle, 
instantly killing the 31-year-old driver of the other 

ir. 

We believe a combination of tough drunk driving 

ws, plus extra efforts by local law enforcement 
otficials, are primarily responsible for this nearly 
blemish-free record for 1989. The previous year 
there were five alcohol-related traffic deaths in the 
county. 

We fully support the latest drunk driving law in 
Maryland that took effect New Year's Day. The law 
allows officers to confiscate the driver's license of 
anyone who has a blood alcohol level of .10 or higher, 
1 who refuses to take the breathalizer test. The 
officer will confiscate the license and issue a 45-day 
temporary license. During that 45 days before 
suspension, a driver may appeal his case by 
requesting a hearing. 

A driver who refuses to take the test can lose his 
license for six months on the first offense. Those who 
take the test and fail it will most likely lose their 
license for 90 days or receive a restricted driver's 
icense. Subsequent arrests will result in longer 

ispensions or revocation. 

A similar law in some 28 other states has led to a 
ignificant drop in alcohol related fatalities, with 
ume states experiencing a reduction of over 40 
percent. 

Another law being proposed by Deiegaie Cas 
laylor (Allegany, Washington counties) calls for 
mandatory suspension or revocation of driving 
privileges for all drivers under age 21 who have any 
trace of alcohol in their blood. We also strongly 
support this proposal since drinking by minors is 
already illegal in Maryland. Also, as Delegate 
laylor stated, the law will be one more effort to 
change society's attitude towards drinking and 
iriving, particularly among minors and juveniles. 

Driving is not a right, but a privilege. Those who 
ibuse that privilege in such a way that leads to death 

und injury of innocent persons should no longer have 
that privilege. 

Another ‘‘non-alcoholic’’ driving law we would 
like to see proposed in the 1990 Maryland legislative 
session is one that West Virginia enacted last year 
which prohibits high school dropouts from testing 
for their driver's license until they are at least 18 
vears old. The same law revokes the licenses of high 
chool students who already have their licenses and 
then drop out of school. 

Some will claim that such a law is nothing but 
bribery of our young people. To that we say, so be it. 
if obtaining a driver's license is so important to a 
16-year-old, and he knows he can’t get a license if he 
irops out of school, he will be far more likely to stay 
in school and obtain his diploma. It would be an 
effective tool in decreasing our embarrassingly high 
irop-out rate.

This treatment 
plant is located south of 
Oakland and processes sewage 
from Mountain Lake Park and 
Loch Lynn 

According to Beitzel, Charles 
J. Merlo, Inc., Mineral Point, 
Pa., failed to complete 
contracted work on time, 
claiming to have encountered 
difficulty which incurred costs 
the company had _ not 
anticipated 

Beitzel, however, stated that 
defective stone was used by the 
company to construct an 
impoundment and when the 
Sanitary District ordered it be 
replaced, the contractor filed 
the claim. The District, said 
Beitzel, is preparing to defend 
against that claim by engaging 
the services of a lawyer and an 
engineer. To this end, they have 
requested grant funding by the 
state to cover those costs 

In regard to a problem with 
the turbidity (cloudiness) of 
water in Bloomington, the 
commission has been informed 
by the Maryland Department of 
the Environment that the 
turbidity of that water (because 
of a sand filter problem) has 
exceeded the limit set by the 
state 

The commission holds that 
the site has been properly 
disinfected and that action will 
be taken to replace the sand 
filter, stressing that proposed 
action by the state is 
unnecessary and too cost- 
prohibitive 

It was also announced at 
Tuesday's meeting that Alpine 
Village has agreed to provide 
the site for a storage tank in the 
Deep Creek Lake Sanitary 
District, and that negotiations 
are underway by = the 
commission to obtain that site

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Rams Edge Huskies In Overtime 
To Re-Capture Snowball Crown 


The championship round in 
Southern High School's 14th 
Annual Snowball Classic was 
an exciting inter-county 
showdown, as the Rams met 
cross-county rival Northern in 
the title game Saturday night 
and held on for a 49-46 overtime 
win, to re-capture the trophy 
that they had won in 1987, but 
lost in last season's classic 

The Rams earned a spot in 
the finals by edging Elkins on 
Friday night, 74-71, while the 
Huskies worked their way into 
the championship contest by 
sneaking past Waynesburg in 
Friday's other first round 
game 

Elkins flattened Waynesburg 
in the consolation game, 64-69 

The win over Waynesburg 
was the first in four starts for 
the Huskies, who overcame a 
sever-point halftime deficit for 
the victory 

Coach Dave Bender's team 
led by two at the end of the first 
quarter, 18-16, but the Penn- 
sylvanians out-scored the 
Huskies in the second stanza, 
18-9, to take a 44-27 halftime ad- 
vantage 

The Huskies scored the first 


seven points of the second half 
to knot the score at 4 and then 
held a 44-41 lead at the end of 
the third quarter. They led by 
as many as nine points in the 
final stanza, as they connected 
on 12 of 15 free throws in that 
period to secure the win 

Dave Yoder led the Huskies’ 
scoring with 26 points, while Jon 
Houser finished with 10 

Waynesburg's Steve Mclin- 
tyre led all scorers with 2 
points and Mark Edmonson also 
reached double figures with 14 

The Rams, who came into the 
Classic after losing their first 
three games and winning their 
last two, also rallied from a 
halftime deficit against Elkins 
to record their third straight 
win over a_ previously 
undefeated team. Coach Tom

Most Oppose 
Legislative 
Scholarships 


Only 14 percent of Mary- 
landers think state legislators 
should be allowed to continue 
awarding state scholarships to 
individual constituents, accord 
ing to a public opinion poll com- 
missioned by Common 
Cause/Maryland 

Maryland 
awarded $3.5 million in state 
scholarships in 1989, approxi 
mately 20 percent of the state's 
scholarship funds. No other 
state permits its state legis 
lators to select individual 
recipients of state scholarships 

The poll found that among 
those who have an opinion on 
how state scholarships 
awarded, a three to one 
majority think that all scholar 
ship recipients should be chosen 
by a state commission 

Commenting on the poll re- 
sults, Phil Andrews, Executive 
Director of Common 
Cause/Maryland, said, *‘Legis- 
lators should cease playing 
Santa Claus with taxpayers’ 
money. They should take notice 
that only a small minority of 
Marylanders support legis- 
lative scholarships. Not only is 
the potential for abuse obvious, 
legislative scholarships provide 
incumbents with yet another 
advantage over challengers." 

Andrews said Common 
Cause/Maryland will lobby for 
the abolition of legislative 
scholarships in the 1990 session 
of the General Assembly. Dele- 
gate Robert § Kittleman 
(R-Howard) has introduced a 
bill, HB 32, that would abolish 
legislative scholarships, 
transfer the monies to the state 
scholarship commission, and 
grandfather in current 
recipients of legislative scholar- 
ships.

Expected To 
Come On Strong 


Agriculture is on the verge of 
another revolution. Mechanical 
devices — the tractor, the com- 
bine boosted productivity in 
the early 20th century. Chemi- 
cal inputs have done the same 
the past 30 years. In fact, 
today's farmer produces 80 per- 
cent more crops per acre than 
his father did 

But such advances will be 
overshadowed by the promise 
of crop production biotech- 
nology, said Dr. David J 
Pieczarka last November at the 
Maryland Women's Agri- 
cultural Forum. The Forum, 
sponsored in part by the Univer- 
sity of Maryland's Cooperative 
Extension Service, was held at 
the Turf Valley Country Club in 
Ellicott City 

“Biotechnology the use of 
biological processes to manu- 
facture a product is in the 
“‘tool-making stage’ right now,” 
said Pieczarka, the director of 
crops research and applied 
technology for Agway 

“There are very few products 
coming out right now. But by 
the year 2000, a major portion of 


crop-input production will 
somehow be derived from 
biotechnology 


Biotechnology revolves 
around understanding the 
genetic code the blueprint 
that contains the necessary 
information for protein produc- 
tion and life itself. While genetic 


specific genes (coding for 
specific proteins or products) 
from one organism to another 

is only one part of biotech- 
nology, it is the part that will 
contribute most to agricultural 
production, said Pieczarka 

In traditional plant breeding, 
genetic traits are exchanged 
within a species, he said. Using 
genetic engineering, scientists 
are able to take genes from un- 
related species and put them 
into other cells. For example, 
New Zealand researchers have 
taken a chicken gene con- 
trolling the production of a 
protein and put it into an alfalfa 
plant that lacks that specific 
protein 

Future genetic engineering 
products will include in-field 
diagnostic kits that can identify 
pests or disease by recognizing 
an organism's ‘‘genetic finger- 
print,"’ much in the same way 
as DNA “‘fingerprinting” is now 
used in court cases 

Genetically engineered 
microbes can hasten silage 
fermentation, control plant 
disease and pests, and even pre- 
vent frost damage 

A bacterial frost inhibitor 
was tested in California three 
years ago,"’ said Pieczarka. and 
Bt, a common soil bacterium, is 
in commercial use as an insect 
controller. This bacterium pro- 
duces a crystal that is toxic to

ments in seed technology have 
always improved yields much 
more than fertilizers or 
pesticides, he said. Biotech 
nology companies are now 
working on herbicide and pesti- 
cide-resistant plants, nitrogen- 
producing plants and even 
synthetic seeds. 

“By 1995, we'll probably have 
pesticide-resistant corn 
hybrids,” said Pieczarka. ‘In 
the next 30 years, we may 
develop wheat that can ‘fix’ its 
own nitrogen.” 


Just as chemistry and physics 
have culminated agriculture 
during the 20th century, so will 
biology in the coming decades, 
he concluded. 

“I see a bright future for 
farming — biotechnology may 
well solve many of agriculture’s 
current dilemmas,” Pieczarka 
said. ‘But it's very natural for 
people to fear the unknown. So 
we must educate the general 
public, who may fear biotech- 
nology simply because they 
may not understand it."

Southern Renovation Plans Closely 
Watched As General Assembly Begins 


As the 1990 Maryland General 
Assembly session began this 
week in Annapolis, issues such 
as abortion, the state budget 
and drug-war funding will be 
among the top items of concern 
Here in Garrett County, how- 
ever, a close watch will also be 
kept on issues with a local 
impact. District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards ( R-Garrett- 
Allegany) has indicated that 
although he is not introducing 
any pre-filed bills in the Gen- 
eral Assembly this year, one of 
his key concerns is that the 
Southern High School 
renovation project, along with 
other school construction 
projects, be adequately funded. 

Edwards stated that the IAC 
has already approved the SHS 
project and, pending funding, 
construction should begin as 
early as July 

Edwards is also in the process 
of drafting two separate bills 
that will allow truckers hauling 
forest products more flexibility 
in weight restrictions. One bill, 
he said, would allow truckers a 
10 percent axle variance pro- 
vided the overall (gross) weight 
of the vehicle was in 
compliance with regulations 
Edwards noted that a similar 
bill was introduced to the 
General Assembly last year but 
failed to pass 

The second trucking bill, if 
passed, would grant the trucker 
a reasonable period of time to 
shift a load in order to comply 
with gross weight regulations 
As Edwards explained, a 
trucker might be out of 
compliance at a weigh station 
simply because part of the load 
weighs more over one axle than 
another. A shifting of the weight 
of that load would allow the 
trucker to avoid penalties if he 
is able to come into compliance 
within a two or three-hour 
period of time 

The Agricultural Trans- 
ference tax is another bill of 


concern that Edwards 
intends to support. The trans- 
ference tax, he said, refers to 
monies that accurnulate when 
not used for other specific pur- 
poses. That money then goes 
back to the state 

If legislation on this matter is 
approved, according to 
Edwards, that money would be 
earmarked for use in the imple- 
mentation of the Gypsy Moth 
Prevention Program 

Delegate Edwards also com- 
mented on issues facing the 
general assembly this year 
which impact the whole state of 
Maryland. One issue causing 
concern among legislators is 
the fact that, for the first time 
since Md. Governor William 
Donald Schaefer took office, no 
surplus in the budget exists 
This is apparently a major 
concern for the Schaefer admin- 
istration since problems 
requiring large expenditures 
are being introduced into 
legislation this year 

However, Del. Edwards 
stated that Maryland seems to 
be in good financial shape, 
noting a $50 million surplus in 
the budget. Edwards seems to 
look at the issue as a matter of 
definition. “You can say you 
have a deficit if you don't have 
enough money to do everything 
you want to do,"’ he said 

A proposed sales tax, which 
would take the form of a ‘‘snack 
tax,"’ is the manner in which the 
Schaefer administration 
reportedly plans to prevent a 
predicted revenue shortfall in 
the state. The tax would gen- 
erate $30 million for fiscal 1991 

Edwards and District One 
State Senator John D. Bam- 
bacus (R-Allegany-Garrett) 
both agree that the proposed 
snack tax will see little support 
from legislators 

Another issue which promises 
to be of great concern for state 
legislators during the 1990

May Be Delayed Due To IRS Krror 


The Internal Revenue Service 
has sent out federal income 
tax reports for 1990, but some 
Maryland residents’ tax refund 
checks could be delayed to an 
error on the forms 

Some of the tax forms mailed 
to Maryland addresses contain 
return envelopes for an IRS tax 
service center in Cincinatti, 
Ohio. The center for Maryland 
is in Philadelphia 

Sam Serio, a spokesperson for 
the IRS Baltimore district 
office, said that the number of 
incorrect envelopes enclosed 
with Marylanders’ tax forms 
appears to be minimal 

So far, 12 forms with the 


wrong envelope enclosed have 
been reported

The IRS contracts with other 
agencies to distribute the 
forms, but is still unsure of what 
caused the wrong envelopes to 
be mailed out

print and mail. It is easy to see 
how this sort of thing could 
happen if just one pack of forms 


was sent to the wrong post 
office,"’ Serio explained 
The IRS is still trying to

we know who the contractor is,

Even if a taxpayer has 
already mailed his tax return 
to the wrong address, the tax 
returns should arrive at the 
right destination eventually. 

‘Taxpayers need not panic if 
they have received the 
incorrect envelope. Nothing 
awful! will happen if someone in- 
advertently sends it to Cin- 
cinatti. It will just take longer,"’ 
said Serio 

Anyone who has received an 
incorrect envelope can remedy 
the problem by changing the 


address from ‘‘Cincinatti 
Service Center,” to ‘Phila- 
delphia Service Center,"’ Phila- 
delphia, Pa

Of Sex Offense 


An Oakland man was found 
guilty of third degree sexual

The issue of recycling has suddenly popped into 
the news in Garrett County. Recycling is certainly 
nothing new in most urban areas, where it has 
become a way of life for many U.S. citizens, and it 
seems to us that the time is now for Garrett County 
residents to get into the swing of things. In fact, the 

tate government says we must at least have a plan 
‘or recycling by July of this year. 

We are a nation that craves convenience, and 
among the prices we are now paying are the expense 
and pollution being caused by all of those 
“convenience’’ containers. We have become a 
nation of two-income families and many single- 
parent families, which makes washing real diapers 
.0o time consuming and causes us to eat a lot of 
hamburgers packaged in throw-away plastic 
containers. Not only does this result in an overuse of 
our natural resources (not to mention what eating 
all of those hamburgers does to one’s health), but it 
also damages our environment, costs huge sums of 
inoney for clean-up and disposal, and is beginning to 
cause a real space problem as to just where to put all 
of this garbage. 

Fortunately, though, we have also developed the 
technology to recycle many of these items, such as 
paper, glass, various metals, and even plastics. But 
successful recycling depends on more than just the 
technology. Participation and cooperation by all 
consumers are also essential. 

Some may feel that this problem really does not 
yet exist here in rural Garrett County. However, 
besides the fact that state law is requiring us to act 
soon, our county government is facing a major 
expense with the prospect of opening a new county 
landfill. We are operating on borrowed time as it is 
with our present landfill. An effective recycling 
program probably will not prevent our having to 
open a new landfill, but in the long run, it will save 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in future disposal 
costs. 

And what about our environment and 
‘“‘peautiful’’ Garrett County, where too many 
roadsides are littered with trash? Most of the cans 
have been picked up because there is a market for 
returned cans, but the paper, glass, and plastic 
items, that would take decades to deteriorate, are 
left. 

We notice in another column on this page that 
the League of Women Voters of Garrett County is 
spearheading a recycling effort for the area. We 
encourage all to read the column and, more 
importantly, to attend the public meeting on 
recycling slated for January 22 at St. Paul's United 
Methodist Church in Oakland.

I was forced to leave a job 
I liked and retrain for another 
type of job plus find employ- 
ment in that area, change my 
life style completely and learn 
to live with varying degrees of 
pain. I was inconvenienced! 

Until the victims of accidents 
are thought of as people instead 
of just another group of statis- 
tics and the penalty made 
severe enough that individuals 
who are legally drunk think two 
or three times before they 
drive, legally drunk individuals 
will continue to abuse their 
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Last Tuesday evening I ran 
my car off the road on Rt. 560 
and was in a deep ditch. A Mrs 
Wilt, who was behind me, stop- 
ped and then called my daugh- 
ter to send help. A West Vir- 
ginia state trooper, two women 
from Bayard, W.Va., and about 
four other young men also stop- 
ped to help 

One of the young men took my 
place behind the wheel and the 
others helped my husband, son- 
in-law, and me get the car out of 
the ditch.

session is the abortion question 
In regard to this issue, Del 
Edwards has stated that he 
doesn't expect to see major 
changes one way or the other 
based on the last vote taken two 
years ago.

The county will reportedly 
share fifty percent of the cost of 
the program with property 
owners to help spray their 
acreage at the appropriate 
time.

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture and the University 
of Maryland are looking for 
families to host agricultural 
students from the Soviet Union 
for the second straight summer 
as part of an exchange 
program.

Also being recruited are 
Maryland agricultural! students 
who would be interested in a 
two month exchange in the 
Soviet Union.

(ages 1922 preferred) would 
travel to the U.S.S.R. where 
they would first spend three to 
four weeks in language train- 
ing. Following this, they would 
visit Soviet agricultural 
colleges and live and work on 
Soviet farms. There would be 
opportunities for sightseeing 

U.S. students would only need 
to pay for their round-trip air- 
fares to Moscow (approxi- 
mately $1,150). Their remaining 
expenses would be borne by 
their Soviet hosts

Farmers Urged 
To File For 
He ool Payments 


Farmers who have sold or 
plan to sell any shorn wool or 
unshorn lambs or mohair this 
year should turn in their sales 
receipts to be eligible for price 
support payments under the 
National Wool Act,"" Kenneth 
Bachtel, chairperson of the 
Garrett County ASC Commit- 


tee, said 


Farmers who have a record 
of their wool and mohair sales 
are eligible for payments only if 
the sales are reported to the 
ASCS office 


Bachtel said the quantity sold 
does not affect the eligibiiity 
However, sales slips should con- 
tain the date of shearing (if 
possible), the month and date of 


sales, number of head shorn 
pounds of wool 
or mohair 


proceeds. Sales slips for lambs 


grease basis 
solid, and net 
also must show the liveweight 
and state that the lambs were 
unshorn 

He also reminds 
producers that 
charges must be itemized on the 
sales documents, other than for 
sales at a farm, ranch, or local 
shipping point. ‘If transporta- 
tion charges are not shown on 
the sales receipt, producers will 
be required to furnish this infor- 
mation when they turn in sales 
receipts and file for a 
payment,"’ he said 

The ASCS official said trans- 
portation charges will be 
deducted from the sales 
document even if the producer 
sells through a wool pool, with 
or without a manager, or 
through any other agent. The 
location for which the net 
proceeds are computed also 
must be shown on the sales 
document 

Shorn wool and mohair pay- 
ments are based on percentage 
of each producer's returns from 
sales. The percentage is the 
amount required to raise the 
national average price received 
by all producers for shorn wool 
and mohair in 1989 up to the sup- 
port prices of $1.77 a pound for 
wool and $4.588 per pound of 
mohair

The Mid-Atlantic Rip, Shred 
and Tear Snowboard Competi- 
tion and the Ravenscroft 
Memorial Slalom were held 
Sunday, January 7, at the Wisp 
Resort in McHenry 

The Mid-Atlantic Rip, Tear 
and Shred Snowboard Competi- 
tion was the first of its kind to be 
held at the Wisp 

This is the first year that 
snowboards are permitted at 
the Wisp and a half-pipe has 
been built for the exclusive use 
of snow-boarders 

Tony Lincoln, head of the 
Snowboard School at the Wisp 
felt that the competition was a 
success 

“The half-pipe went great 
Most of the competitors were 
comparing it to the west. There 
aren't many like it on the east 
coast. The Snowboard School 
has put a lot of work into 
making it a great half-pipe 
Last year, it was hard to find a 
good half-pipe contest. We 
might even see a larger field at 
the next one,’’ Lincoln 
explained 

Half-pipe contestants were 
judged on the difficulty of the 


manuevers, how well they used 
the whole pipe and how well 

the tricks were strung to 
gether.’ Lincoln explained that 
snowboarders also jump high in 
the air and were also judged on 
how much height was achieved. 

Snowboarders are permitted 
to jump in the half-pipe because 
the shape of the pipe helps to 
prevent injuries. It is important 
to note that snowboarders land 
on an angled surface, which 
slowly turnbles the boarder to a 
stop, whereas skiers jump and 
land on a flat surface and if they 
land in the wrong way, can be 
injured 

Lincoln explained that skiers 
are not allowed in the half-pipe. 
Snowboards carve the surface 
of the pipe while skiers pull the 
snow off the sides of the pipe. It 
is also hard for skiers to keep 
the proper balance on skis in the 
pipe. While the sport may look 
somewhat dangerous, there 
have actually beens less 
injuries reported for snow- 
boarders than for skiers 

“The event went really well. 
The slalom course was a little

Plan To Expedite 
Refund Checks 


The Department of the 
Treasury and the Social 
Security Administration (SSA) 
have announced joint plans to 
speed special refund checks to 
27 million senior citizens 
affected by the Congressional 
repeal of the Medicare Cata- 
strophic Coverage Act 

fo offset Medicare premium 
overcharges for the repealed 
catastrophic care insurance, 
the Treasury Department will 
schedule two payments, each in 
the amount of $10.60, to be 
issued in February and April. 
The February payment will 
compensate for deductions 
from recipient payments in 
January and February; the 
April payment will cover March 
and April charges. 

“We are pleased to assist SSA 
in expeditiously refunding these 
payments to senior citizens,”’ 
Financial Management Service 
Commissioner W.E. Douglas 
said. ‘This two-phase plan will 
provide the most timely service 
to recipients without jeopardi- 
zing over a quarter billion 
dollars in other payments, 
including regular Social 
Security benefits and tax 
refunds, which we make at this 
peak time of the year." 

The Financial Management 
Service is the Treasury bureau 
that manages and operates 
most federal payment systems 
and disburses Social Security 
benefits, federal salaries, 
veterans’ benefits, tax refunds, 
and other payments 

Social Security Commis- 
sioner Gwendolyn S. King said, 
“This announcement is great 
news for America's elderly, 
many of whom live on fixed 
income." 

King added, ‘We are working 
diligently to expedite the 
computer changes required to 
properly adjust Social Security 
checks, but we must be 
extremely careful not to 
destroy a carefully constructed 
system of payments that pro- 
vides $19 billion each month to 
40 million Americans 

‘We appreciate the strain on 
Treasury systems to 
accomplish this, but there were 
few options that would allow us 
to meet both of our goals,"’ King 
said 

“We must not underestimate 
the importance of $5.30 per 
month to many beneficiaries 
who depend on their monthly 
Social Security checks to make 
ends meet,"’ she said 

As developed by the Financial 
Management Service and SSA, 
SSA will provide refund pay- 
ment tapes to the Service for 
January and February by Jan- 
uary 23, 1990. The Service will 
issue these checks, iu the 
amount of $10.60 each, during 
February. A second refund tape 
submission will be provided 
March 23, covering March and 


April payments. These pay- 
ments will be issued during 
April

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Report On Maryland Economy Shows 
Continued Growth In All Areas 


The Maryland economy con- 
tinued to outpace that of the 
nation during 1989, according to 
a report issued last week by the 
Maryland Department of Eco- 
nomic and Employment 
Development (DEED). DEED 
Secretary J. Randall Evans 
presented the results of the 
study at a briefing held in the 
Maryland Communications 
Center in Baltimore 

“By all major indicators, 
Maryland showed a solid pat- 
tern of growth last year,” 


' \\ Evans said. Job creation, busi- 


mess activity, job training and 
worker productivity, trade, in- 
come and earning, revenues 
and the unemployment rate 
were the indicators used by 
DEED's Office of Research in 
their annual year-end report. In 
every category, the state's per- 
formance exceeded the national] 
average 

Data on employment per- 
formance showed the Mary 
land's civilian labor force in- 
creased 2.3 percent, compared 
to a 1.9 percent increase nation- 
wide. Employment in Maryland 


— 


increased com 
pared with the U.S. average in 
crease of 3.0 percent. The 
number of unemployed persons 
fell 7.7 percent in Maryland dur 
ing 1989, and the state's unem- 
ployment rate dropped from 4.0 
percent to 3.7 percent 

Evans said that while these 
figures indicate a robust eco 
nomy, it also means that the 
pool of available and potential 
workers is shrinking. “The 
challenge we face is to find 
workers for our rapidly growing 
businesses,’ said Evans. ‘The 
state of Maryland is committed 
to providing education and 
training to upgrade the skills of 
our current and future work- 
force,” he said, citing the 
state's Partnership for Work- 
force Quality Program and 
Project Independence as 
examples of new initiatives to 
train existing .workers and 
develop new workers for Mary- 
land 

The report noted that Mary- 
land's business vitality, 
nomic performance, resource 
capacity and development

ington, D.C. Data also indicated 
that Maryland surpassed the 
nation and its neighboring 
states in the rate of new busi- 
ness formation 

From 1986 to 1987, the latest 
year for which statistics are 
available, business starts in 
Maryland increased 6.4 per- 
cent, compared with a 7.7 per- 
cent decline nationwide. In its 
December 1989 issue, Inc 
Magazine ranked Maryland 
sixth, on a per capita basis, in 
terms of the 500 fastest-growing 
companies in the nation. 

In 1988, Maryland had the 
seventh lowest business failure 
rate in the nation per 10,000 
firms, and the lowest failure 
rate among neighboring states 
Data from Dun & Bradstreet 
showed that Maryland's busi- 
ness failure rate per 10,000 
firms was only 41, compared 
with 98 nationally. The prob- 
ability of a business failure in 
Maryland was 58 percent lower 
than in the nation as a whole 

DEED's report showed Mary- 
land's manufacturing employ- 
ment continuing to decline, 
down 2.3 percent from last year 
By comparison, the United 
States had a 0.2 percent gain in 
manufacturing employment 
Electrical and electronic equip- 
ment, Maryland's largest 
manufacturing sector, em- 
ployed 35,000 workers, repre- 
senting 17 percent of the total 
manufacturing employment 
figure of 206,000 

Printing and publishing em- 
ployed 29,200 workers, followed 
by food and kindred products 
24,600), nonelectrical ma- 
chinery (17,600), chemicals 
(13,800), transportation equip- 
ment (11,800), primary metals 
(11,200) and fabricated metals 
(10,100). Overall, Maryland lost 
18.6 percent of manufacturing 
jobs from 1973 to 1988 

The report also noted that 
while 47,700 manufacturing jobs 
were eliminated during this 
15-year period, the Maryland 
economy had a net gain of 
620,400 jobs. For each manu- 
facturing job lost during these 
years, the Maryland economy 
added 14 jobs in the nonmanu- 
facturing sector. During the 
most recent five-year period, 
the Maryland economy added 
78 nonmanufacturing jobs for 
each manufacturing job lost. 

Evans pointed out that the 
state has an aggressive pro- 
gram under way designed to 
reverse the rate of manufactur- 
ing employment decline, and 
noted that from 1987 to 1988 the 
trend has not only slowed but 
appears to be reversing. ‘‘There 
were 900 manufacturing jobs 
added to the Maryland economy 
between 1987 and 1988. One of 
our top priorities is to increase 
productivity and job growth in 
Maryland's manufacturing in- 
dustry,"’ said Evans. ‘“‘Manu- 
facturing Matters in Maryland" 
is the name of the state's initi- 
ative, a cooperative effort of 
DEED, the Maryland Chamber 
of Commerce, Maryland Manv-

Median household income 
was $32,119 as of December 
1968, 31 percent above the 
national average and third 
highest in the nation. ‘These 
figures indicate the continued 
strength and vitality of the 
Maryland economy and the 
well-being of its residents,” 
said Evans 

Retail sales in Maryland dur- 
ing the first nine months of 1989 
totalled $25.2 billion, up $432 
million from the same period 
last year. The modest 1.7 per- 
cent increase reflects a national 
and statewide decline in auto- 
mobile sales, although sales of 
general merchandise increaseu 
7.2 percent in Maryland and 7.3 
percent nationally, according to 
the report 

In the first 10 months of 1989, 
residential building permits in- 
creased 0.7 percent in Mary- 
land, compared to a national 7.6 
percent decline.

manufacturing at the Luke 
paper mill 

As announced previously, the 
company is in the process of 
eliminating the hypochlorite 
method of bleaching its pulp 
This traditional form of 
bleaching, which has been used 
in the paper industry for a long 
time, produces chloroform as 
an unwanted by-product. Hypo 
chlorite is the same chemical 
used daily throughout the world 
in swimming pools and house- 
hold bleach 

The company indicated that 
the whole series of programs, 
including a new $42.5 million 
bleach line with related 
projects and an additional $7 
million program effort 
announced last year, will 
reduce the formation of chloro- 
form by approximately 90 per- 
cent when completed. Sub- 
stantial progress has already 
been made and completion of 
the work is expected by the fall 
of 1990. By late 1989, the Luke 
mill had reduced the formation 
of chloroform by 81 percent 

John A. Luke, president and 
chief executive officer of 
Westvaco, said that the volun- 
tary programs are designed to 
significantly reduce chloroform 
emissions from its paper- 
making operations even though 
the company does not believe 
there is any danger in its work- 
places or communities

instances,’ Luke said. “We feel

Beitzel said the commission 
had responded by stating, “We 
(the Sanitary District) also 
were in agreement that the 
district should not have been 
created, but did so a. the 
request of the Oakland Mayor 
and Town Council. We feel that 
Oakland should honor their 
commitment."

Just what is happening in education in America’? 
The latest ‘‘report card"’ for our nation’s students 
i by the Educational Testing Service is 
dismmai at best, noting no improvement or a decline 
in writing and reading skills in most regions of the 
country since the early 1970s. Our students continue 
to lag well behind those of the majority of other 
developed nations in nearly every subject 

Is it too much television and video games? Is it 
the deterioration of the family unit in America? Is it 
too much emphasis and time spent on non- 
educational activities? Is life just too easy in 
America? Is it mismanagement of education funds 
and systems? Is it incompetency on the part of our 
teachers and school administrators? It is too much 
politics? Are parents too busy trying to make ends 
meet to get involved in their children's education the 
way they should? 

We suspect that all of the above, and many other 
factors, are playing a role in this national crisis. At 
least one editorial could be written about each one of 

l'oday we will select the teaching profession in 
America and suggest how it might be improved 
achers in Europe and the Far East are 
considered true professionals and enjoy a respect 
that is virtually non-existent in America. In some 
cases, a lack of respect may be warranted. We 
suggest that the teaching career in America should 
be “elevated” to the same status as that of a 
physician, engineer, or attorney. We propose that 
the college curriculum to become a teacher be 
uiwed from four years minimum to five or six 
years minimum and, along with that, entry-level 
sularies be comparable to those of other 
professionals. Such a system would tend to better 
weed out those persons who would be incompetent as 
{ and encourage the more outstanding 
students tu consider teaching as a career instead of 
‘oiny, into research, industry, or another profession 
that pays higher salaries 

We would like to see a change in the salary 
schedule for teachers, which currently gives annual 
increases to the least experienced teachers and then 
terminates the increases for the most experienced 
teachers (those with 20 years or more). The current 
Systern seems to be just backward 

We would also like to see the end of tenure, 
which in general protects the weak teacher, and the 
initiation of merit pay for the more outstanding 
teachers 

We would like to see major reform in the 
teachers’ unions, which are composed of teachers 
who want to be treated as professionals, but often 
se tactics and behavior more common to those of 
blue-collar unions.

We have declared that 1990 will be The Year of the Infant in 
Maryland. We are going to focus attention this year on some of 
our newest and most helpless citizens. The idea is to do something 
for them now so their future lives in Maryland will be happier 
healthier and more productive 

I look The Year of the Infant as a great 
opportunity — not just for the infants and toddlers we want to help 
but for all Marylanders. By investing in our children at an early 
age, we are nurturing a new generation of Marylanders who will 
be good neighbors, productive co-workers, and future community 
leaders

Children are the future of Maryland. That's one reason why 
we care so much that babies born in Maryland are born healthy 
and stay that way through their early years 

Study after study has shown that the money we put into infant 
and toddler programs pays big dividends. The young people 
helped by these programs have a better chance of staying in 
school, getting a job and avoiding problems with drugs. That 
means we all have a better chance of avoiding increased spending 
for such things as welfare, drug treatment, crime prevention and 
prison construction 

Whenever you take on a big project, it is important to get it 
right at the start. If you do it right when you start out, you will 
have fewer problems down the road. There is no bigger 
in Maryland right now than that of bringing 
generation of caring, healthy and productive citizens 

The Year of the Infant is not something we are just going to 
talk about in January. Last year I established an office especially 
for families and youth. In the coming year, that office will

Or they are born prematurely or with the possibility 
of developing AIDS. These are some of the saddest cases we must 
deal with 

Our aim should be to minimize these cases. That's why 
another of the objectives during the Year of the Infant will be to 
enhance drug treatment during pregnancy and to expand Medica! 
Assistance programs for expectant mothers 

I recently visited the pediatric care center at Mount 
Washington Hospital in Baltimore. I saw infants and toddlers who 
needed surgery to correct problems at birth or others who needed 
special care for severe handicaps. You cannot go to a place like 
that and not be impressed with the wonderful people who devote 
so much time and special effort to caring for helpless infants. And 
you cannot come away without a deep sense of the need for such 
fine facilities 

Another good idea are ‘‘mini bonds."’ These bonds will be 
issued by the State of Maryland for the first time this year. They 
give parents and other relatives an opportunity to invest for a 
child's future at the same time they are investing in the future of 
Maryland. The bonds will pay very high, tax free interest and will 
be available soon in denominations of $500 

I think being born in Maryland is a very special event 
started issuing Commemorative Birth 
Certificates as another of the Year of the Infant initiatives.

| would like to give two examples of common problems that 
parents experience and suggestions on how to solve them 

The first is picking up toys. Children often fail to pick up their 
toys making extra work for adults. One way to handle this 
problem is to deny the child the use of those toys for a period of 
time 

1. (First) Get a large box, such as a grocer’s cardboard box, 
and tell the child that toys left lying around will be put in that box 

2. Anything put in the box may not be removed until the 
following day or until a particular day like Saturday or Sunday 

3. You may help motivate the child by counting the number of 
toys that are put in the box during the first week. Offer him or her 
a special treat or privilege at the end of the second week if there 
are fewer toys in the box 

4. Since the purpose is to teach the child to be tidy, it is 
important to offer praise when he or she does pick up the toys 

5. The advantage of this system is that it eliminates the need 
for nagging; ‘Howard pick up your toys!" Once the box idea is 
established, you can stop reminding the child about picking up 
The responsibility has now become the childs 

The child who continually argues is another tough problem 
for parents. The child is usually either trying to get attention or 
attempting to get out of doing something. Here are some rules to 
help you deal with an argumentative child 

1. Establish a rule about arguing: ‘We don't seem to get 
anywhere arguing. I'm not going to argue with you anymore 

2. If a child starts to argue after you have refused a request 
say nothing further. Go on about your business, and do not look at 
the child or say a word. Do not encourage arguing by paying 
attention to it 

3. If a child starts to argue after being told Wo Go someunng 
repeat the demand firmly. If the child still argues, ignore what he 
or she is saying and physically help with the task 

4. When a child does not argue, give praise right away. Say 

Thank you for getting ready for bed” or ‘‘That's good. You did 

not beg for another cookie when I told you ‘No! Follow 
immediately with a hug

Now? by Alan M. Hofmeister, Ph.D

Maryland’s 1989 
Deer Harvest Is 
All-Time Record 


Hunters bagged 4,200 white- 
tailed deer during Maryland's 
1989 firearms season, Nov 
%Dec. 2, according to the 
Department of Natural 
Resources. This year's harvest 
exceeds last year's record by 
nearly 10,000 deer 

The deer harvest was up in 
every county except Worcester, 
where in 1988 hunters were 
allowed to take two deer during 
the firearms season, because of 
an over-abundance of deer. This 
year hunters were limited to 
one deer in that county, unless 
they purchased a second-deer 
stamp 
Overall, this year's record will 
not have an adverse effect on 
the state's deer herd, reports 
Josh Sandt, forest wildlife 
program manager for the 
Department of Natural 
Resource's Forest, Park and 
Wildlife Service 

“We had 140,000 to 150,000 
deer when the season began,”’ 
he said. ‘We should harvest 35 
to 40 percent of the herd to 
maintain a stable popylation."’ 

Based on a preliminary 
analysis of harvest records 
from county checking stations, 
Sandt does not believe the 
proportion of doe in the deer-kill 
increased significantly this 
year. ‘Hunters killed a much 
larger number of antlered deer 
Because of that, I expect the 
buck kill will be down next 
year,’ he said after reviewing 
checking station records

son. In the past, antlerless deer 
hunting in those counties were 
limited to a special season held 
following the regular firearms 
season. Permitting hunting for 
antlerless and antlered deer at 
the same time helped to main- 
tain heavier than usual hunting 
pressure throughout the season 
More than one-third of the deer 
bagged during the firearms 
season came from these four 
counties 

The unofficial combined ant- 
lered and antlerless deer kill 
totals for Garrett County for 
1989 was 3,899, compared to 
2,498 in the 1988 season 
Garrett's total was second 
highest among the 23 counties 
Allegany County's harvest of 
4,050 led the state

Office 
Water Study 


Completes 


The Deep Creek Lake 
Management Office has an- 
nounced it recently completed 
its water quality assessment of 
the lake for the summer 1989 
season. Lake Management 
employees made extensive 
measurements of such things as 
temperature, pH, turbidity, 
nutrient levels, chemical and 
heavy metal concentrations 

A copy of the report is avail- 
able for review at the Lake 
Management Office. Conclu- 
sions from the study are similar 
to previous studies on the lake's 
condition. The Office will use 
the data obtained to provide 
baseline measurements for 
comparison in future years. The 
water quality monitoring pro- 
gram will be done annually, 
with the goal of determining 
long term trends in water 
quality 

The study was completed by 
Daniel J. Feller and Michael J. 
Pinder, graduate students from 
Frostburg State University. 
Others assisting were Greg 
Gruber of the Maryland Re- 
sources Administration, Ray 
Morgan of the Appalachian 
Environmental Laboratory, 
and Tony Abar of the Bureau of 
Mines. These individuals pro- 
vided assistance in the form of 
study design, equipment, and 
sample analysis.

“With the exception of some 
disagreement on the number of 
ERU’'s (equivilant residential 
units) the Town of Oakland 
takes into account, the Sanitary 
District has no major problems 
with the bill except for the per- 
mit fees,"’ said Beitzel 

Beitzel added that the 
Sanitary Commission will try to 
obtain financing in order to pay 
the Town of Oakland back in 
one lump sum. He noted that an 
Ad Valorum tax would most 
likely be the method for this 
financing. 

At the regular meeting of the 
Garrett County Sanitary 
Commission, held following the 
public meeting, Beitzel stated 
that a User Charge System has 
been adopted for the Cherry 
Glade Run Sanitary District, 
and that an invoice prepared by 
Oakland was rejected by the 
commission based on the fact 
that the invoice was for the 
fourth quarter for operation and 
maintenance. 

Beitzel noted that the fourth 
quarter covers the period from 
November 1 to December 31, 
and adds that the commission 
did not have a final cost 
accounting for the Cherry 
Glade users at the time. He 
stated that the Sanitary District 
did not even advise Cherry 
Glade Run residents to connect 
to the systern until November, 
and that some residents had not 
connected at all by the end of 
the fourth quarter 

Beitzel remarked that the 
commission will review both 
costs but that ‘‘the permit dis- 
charge fee will most certainly 
be in dispute."’

will render innovation and tech- 
nical progress economically un- 
necessary or at least less neces- 
sary, and this will undermine 
international competitiveness 
of the United States economy, 
reduce exports and thus aggra- 
vate the problem of unemploy- 
ment already existing due to 
excess of fixed assets 

“If the decrease of population 
points toward economic decline 
and deterioration, its inter- 
national consequences are 
much more ominous. Because 
the growth rate of the rest of the 
world, especially in the Third 
World countries, will fall much 
slower than that of the United 
States (and of all industrial 
democracies in general), the 
numerical! relationship between 
the U.S. and the rest of the 
world will change dramatically 
At present, the United States 
with its 247 million (projection 
for 1990) represents 4°4%, of the 
5204 million world population 

In 2020, at its peak of 277 mil- 
lion, it will represent 342% of 
the 7814 million people in the 
world, and in 2100 208 million, it 
will be a mere 1.97% of a world 
of 10,571 million people. This 
shift cannot fail to cause a 
political and cultural upheaval 


within the United States. At 
present, USA influences the 
entire world and radiates its 


values thanks to its economic 
strength and military power. As 
an economically failing and 
military weak society it will not 
be able to preserve its values 
against the cultural, economic 
and political pressure of an 
overwhelming majority of man- 
kind in which democratic insti- 
tutions and a market economy 
never took roots." 

Wattenberg considers this 
development as undesirable. In 
order to avoid it, he urges a 
reversal of the population trend 
in the United States through in- 
crease of the number of chil- 
dren. For his given purpose, 
i.e., preservation of present 
American values, a drastic in- 
crease of immigration would 
not serve. The immigration 
would unavoidably come from 
areas where American institu- 
tions and culture are not 
dominant, and the influx from 
these areas would weaken the 
United States internally and 
hasten the demise of American 
values

To the Editor 
On New Year's Day, my 
family and I were visiting 
friends at their cabin near the 
Wisp resort. At noon, my 


2-year-old son fell and sustained 
a serious head injury. We called 
911 for help 

Emergency personnel ar 
rived quickly, in spite of the 
blizzard in progress, and were 
brought up the hill to us by a 
4-wheel drive vehicle. As soon 
as they examined the baby, 
they called for a helicopter to 
transport him to Shock- 
Trauma. They strapped the 
baby to a backboard to immobi- 
lize him so he could be moved to 
their ambulance and taken to 



















the landing site. This began a 
bizzare series of events 

The hill was long, steep, and 
very slippery, and a #wheel 
drive ambulance got stuck half- 
way up. We had to get the baby 
to a second ambulance waiting 
at the bottorn of the hill. So the 
Emergency Medical Tech- 
nicians (EMTs) loaded the 
baby into a 4-wheel-drive 
wagon, and my wife and friends 
led us down the hill in another 
4-wheeler. Both lost control due 
to the extreme slippery condi- 
tions, and collided hard in a 
wreck that totaled one vehicle 
and seriously damaged the 
other. But nothing seemed to 
matter to anyone except getting 
the baby to the hospital. The 
helicopter had to cancel due to 
the blizzard, so the ambulance 
took us to Oakland. At the 
hospital the baby was stabi- 
lized, treated and began to re- 
cover quickly, although his 
skull was fractured 

We are from Annapolis, and 
we are proud of the emergency 
medical services available 
here. But we were absolutely 
overwhelmed by the help we re- 
ceived that day. The ambulance 
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personnel, the state police, the 
men from the Highway Depart- 
ment, the doctors, nursing staff 
and technicians at Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 

all were heroes in this rescue 
Their professionalism and dedi- 
cation to helping my son were 
unforgettable. We are expeci- 
ally grateful to Fran Pope and 
Rayma Weeks, the EMTs who 
aided my boy and endured that 
terrifying accident on the hill, 
and to Phil Kook, who has to be 
one of the best ambulance

feature fifty apartments with 
four students per apartment 
sharing two bedrooms, living 
room, kitchen, bathroom and 
dining facilities. An option for 
the new campus housing may 
also include renting a wing or 
hall to recognized Greek social 
sororities. Currently, fraterni- 
ties and sororities based at FSU 
have no on-campus residential 
space. Some, however, rent off- 
campus housing nearby 

Another major project — fac- 
ing its last year of hurdies 
through the current Maryland 
General Assembly — is the $18.5 
million Music/Theatre/Per- 
forming Arts facility. Once 
stricken from the Governor's 
Five-Year Capital Projects 
budget, the long-awaited build- 
ing was resurrected and re- 
stored to the state budget when 
Reinhard assured FSU's helm 
in 1986. “If all goes well, and I 
have no reason to think it will 
not, we should break ground for 
that facility in late summer,”

Major Drop In 
Dioxin In 1989 


Westvaco Corporation, a 
major manufacturer of paper, 
packaging, and chemicals, 
reported this week on the solid 
results that have been achieved 
through late 1989, dramatically 
reducing the generation of trace 
amounts of dioxin found in its 
pulp bleaching process at the 
Luke mill. The company has 
notified the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Food 
and Drug Administration, and 
the State of Maryland of results 
and progress made. 

John A. Luke, president and 
chief executive officer of West- 
vaco, said, ‘We are pleased to 
report that dramatic reductions 
in 2, 3, 7, &TCDD and 2, 3, 7, 
&TCDF have been achieved 
since data were compiled for a 
joint paper industry/EPA 
Dioxin Study in July of 1988. The 
overall Westvaco reduction of 
96 percent had _ been 
accomplished by the end of 
1989. These reductions were the 
result of Westvaco's early and 
voluntary commitment to make 
process changes designed to 
limit the formation of dioxin in 
the pulp bleaching process. We 
are pleased with our progress." 

Since the time samples were 
collected for the joint paper in- 
dustry/EPA Dioxin Study in 

1968, the Luke mill has imple- 

mented a number of process 

changes which have resulted in 
reduced levels of chlorinated 
dioxins and furans in effluent, 
sludge, and final bleached 
pulps. In 1989, Westvaco was 
the first in the paper industry to 
announce a voluntary major 
capital investment program 
totalling over $30 million 
designed to reduce the extra- 
ordinarily small quantities of 
dioxin that were found in the 
pulp bleaching process cur- 
rently practiced by the 
industry.

In Supreme Court

J. Joseph Curran Jr. said Tues- 
day that he will personally 
appear before the U.S. Supreme 
Court this spring to argue on 
behalf of a state law that is 
designed to protect child abuse 
victims from further trauma by 
allowing closed-circuil lele- 
vision testimony in child abuse 
cases 

The Supreme Court agreed 
Tuesday to review the July 24 
decision of the Maryland Court 
of Appeals overturning the con- 
viction of Sandra Craig, a 
Howard County day-care 
operator whose 1987 trial 
involved the use of the closed- 
circuit TV procedure to 
faciliate the testimony of four 
children, ranging in age from 4 
to 7. The Court of Appeals held 
that such child abuse victims 
must physically confront the 
persons charged with abusing 
thern before the state can use 
the closed-circuit TV procedure 
to take testimony in the trial

Maryland Taxes 
Materials 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
that, for the first time, his office 
has distributed a special 
instruction kit to nearly 800 high 
school teachers and resource 
personnel. The kit is designed to 
help students and teachers 
understand Maryland state and 
loca! taxes 

“We prepared this course to 
be used in conjunction with the 
‘Understanding Taxes’ 
materials which have been pro- 
vided by the Internal Revenue 
Service for many years,” he 
said 

The course module provides 
materials to help students 
understand their tax obligations 
and how to complete simple 
Maryland state income tax 
forms. The materials also give 
an overview of the sales and use 
tax, motor vehicle fuel tax and 
other kinds of taxes collected by 
Maryland state and local 
governments 

“Whenever young people get 
part4ime jobs, buy a compact 
disc or pay for fuel for the 
family car, they have a direct 
role in the kinds of taxes col- 
lected by state and local 
governments,’ Goldstein said 
“This course helps them to 
understand that responsibility 
and gives them experience in 
filling out forms that will bene- 
fit them later in life.” 

The comptroller noted that 
the course should help 
eliminate common misconcep- 
tions about students and their 
tax status 

“Students are not auto- 
matically exempt from the 
Maryland income tax. Mary- 
land treats students just like 
any” other taxpayers. This 
means that even though single 
students may have to file a 
federal return because of the 
kind or amount of their income, 
they don't have to file a Mary-

D. Schaefer has announced his 
support for a Governor's Con- 
fer on Forestry to be held 
in Annapolis May 21-22. The 
purpose of the conference is to 
examine the economic, environ- 
mental and social value of 
forestry in Maryland; to 
enhance public recognition of 
the importance of trees and 
forestry; and to produce an 
action plan to address the prob- 
lems confronting Maryland 
forests 

According to David Carroll, 
the governor's representative 
to the conference, “Maryland's 
trees and forests are part of our 
heritage and help shape the 
quality of life we all enjoy. The 
Governor's Conference will pro- 
pose specific recommendations 
to ensure the environmental 
and economic health of these 
important resources, now and 
in the future 

“The conference will offer 
Marylanders a unique oppor- 
tunity to help protect, restore 
and expand our forestry re- 
sources, from trees in city 
parks and gardens to the state's 
important wood products in- 

Forestry leaders and environ- 
mental groups from around the 
state will address a variety of 
issues that affect forestry in 
rural, urban and suburban 
areas. Their discussion will 
form the basis for an action 
plan, which conference orga- 
nizers hope will be included in 
the Governor's Commission on 
Growth in the Chesapeake Bay

Forestry's economic impact 
on Maryland is often over- 
looked, despite the fact that it is 
the state's fifth largest industry 
and contributes to the economic 
well-being of all Maryland resi- 
dents. Forestry adds more than 
$500 million to the state's 
annual economy and employs 
some 18,000 individuals in the 
forest and the factory 

The environmental impor- 
tance of trees and forests is 
equally important. Forests pro- 
vide valuable habitat for Mary- 
land's wildlife, promote cleaner 
air and help reduce the effects 
of global warming. They also 
provide a natural protective 
buffer to guard the water 
quality of the Chesapeake Bay 

In addition, trees and forests 
serve an aesthetic function, 
enhancing the quality of life to 
which Marylanders have 
become accustomed 

At a time when demands to 
develop forestland are straining

Timber Bridges 
Promoted By 
Forest Service 


The Agriculture Depart 
ment’s Forest Service is 
conducting meetings across the 
country extolling the virtues of 
timber bridges 

One conference sponsored by 
the Auburn School of Forestry 
in Birmingham, Ala., compared 
new technology timber bridges 
with traditional and 
bridges and 
wood technology scientists from 
across the Southeast are finding 
that timber are 
expensive and last longer than 
using proper treatment and 
installation procedures 

As an example of the use of 
timber bridges, an officer of the 
CSX railroad told of the positive 
low-cost experiences they have 
had over the last 40 years. For 
bridges with a span of 40 feet or 
less, timber bridges are usually 
the choice. In addition 
timber bridges built in the 1940s 
are still operating with minima! 
maintenance requirements 
Most surprising, the CSX 
official noted that of the 4,000 
timber bridges maintained by 
the CSX railroad, % percent are 
made of Southern Yellow Pine

Dairymen Face Severe Price Erosion 

That's the word from USDA. Prices for all milk reached a 
record $15.90 in December, but by the second quarter of this year 
the price could be as low as $11.05, analysts warn. Only an excep- 
tionally strong demand for cheese and other products could hold 
prices up. The extremely strong rise in prices last fall was set up 
by the 1988 drought, which cut milk production sharply in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. Manufacturers got into a bidding war 
for processing milk, pushing order market prices up. Now, 
production will be stabilizing or increasing, and dairy product 
prices declining. Dry milk, for example, is now down to $1.15 per 
pound compared to a high of $1.60. Cheese could well drop to the 
support level of $1.15 by spring 

Milk Price Support Cut 30 Cents 

It's complicated, but here's how the 50 cents per cwt milk 
price support cut (to $10.10 per cwt) works, starting January | 
USDA doesn’t automatically reduce milk checks. Instead, less 
money is paid out of CCC when surplus products are brought by 
the feds: then the farmer gets less. USDA is cutting the takeover 
price of butter 11.25 cents per pound to $1.0925, while the price of 
nonfat dry milk stays at 79 cents per pound. But by law the 
takeover value of butter and cheese must correspond, so block 
cheddar cheese and barrel cheese are cut 4.5 cents per pound to 
$1.11 and $1.07, respectively

“Food Watch" 
Project Aimed 
At Consumers 


Agriculture Council of 
America (ACA) has announced 
plans for an extensive con- 
sumer education and aware- 
ness program. Implementation 
of the $50 million, five-year plan 
will begin this month when the 
campaign, “Food Watch — Safe 
Abundant Food For All,"’ will be 
launched in Washington, D.C. 

The purpose of the “Food 
Watch" program is to restore 
public confidence in the US. 
food and fiber production and 
distribution system, according 
to a spokesman for ACA. 

“Consumers are becoming 
more concerned about current 
technologies used to produce, 
process and deliver food to their 
tables,’ explained Larry Stiz- 
man, chairman-elect of ACA 
and chairman of the ‘Food 
Watch” program. “The pro- 
gram is designed to educate the 
public on how safely our food is 
grown and processed and to in- 
crease their awareness of the 
complexity of feeding a rapidly 
growing world population. 

“It's important to note that 
the total program is an indus- 
try-wide effort supported by 
producers, suppliers, pro- 
cessers and grocers and is the 
first combined effort of this 
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magnitude,’ Sitzman, who is 
also a Nebraska corn producer 
added 

ACA, based in Washington 
D.C., is a non-profit umbrella 
organization which represents 
every link in the food chain, in- 
cluding producers, suppliers, 
processors, transporters and 
retailers 


President Signs 
Proven Yields Bill 


President Bush has signed 
into law legislation allowing 
farmers to report actual 1989 
and 1990 crop yields to the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS). 

Bush had been urged by farm 
organizations to sign the bill 
Farm Bureau believes ‘‘it 
would improve the operation of 
several important agricultural 
programs,” and is “especially 
supportive’ of the provisions 
permitting producers ‘‘to 
submit actual production yield 
data.” 

In addition, the secretary of 
agriculture would be required 
to determine the costs resulting 
from making deficiency pay- 
ments to producers calculated 
by using the proven yield data 
“This information will be 
particularly important to evalu- 
ate the costs and benefits of 
such a program change, which 
might be considered during the 
development of the 1990 farm 
bill,” said Dean Kleckner, 
president, American Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

According to Rep. Jim Jontz 
(D-Ind.), one of the bill's 
sponsors, ‘Current farm pro 
gram payments are based on 
out-dated information and do 
not reflect producers’ actual 
yields."" Farmers were last 
allowed to update their yields in 
1986. ‘‘Last year's drought 
brought this inequity to our 
attention,” he said. Farmers 
discovered that ‘their drought 
payments were based on USDA- 
established yields, which in 
many cases were much below 
what they had actually been 
producing."’ 

Jontz and Farm Bureau 
argued that the established 
yields were not reflective of 
actual production because pro- 
ducers were not allowed to 
update the information used by 
the Agriculture Department to 
set the yields for each farm 
“The government has a respon- 
sibility to treat farmers fairly 
and to use updated information 
that accurately reflects farm- 
ing conditions today," Jontz 
said. 


Organic Food 
Workshop Held 
In Maryland 


The Maryland Organic Food 
and Farming Association 
recently held a statewide work- 
shop with more than 70 people 
attending, including growers, 
consumers, retailers, proces- 
sors, and state agricultural 
personnel. After hearing four 
presentations on various 
aspects of the organic food 
industry, the meeting divided 
into committees and began to 
deal with the issues of organic 
standards, practices, certifi- 
cation, marketing, education 
and outreach within the state of 
Maryland. 

The Standards Committee 
drafted a definition of organic 
farming. The Certification 
Process Committee considered 
options for certifying grower 
products, including a graduated 
certification fee, some type of 
third-party evaluation and a 
transition period of two years 
on fertilizers and three years on 
pesticides. The Education and 
Research Committee addressed 
grower and food handler infor- 
mation needs and recom- 
mended closer ties to the 
University of Maryland's

SHEET NEWS 
Fashion, Quality, and Performance 


New sheets are a quick and 
easy way to give the bedroom 
an instant facelift. And when it 
comes to buying sheets, fashion 
ranks right up there with 
quality and performance as a 
consumer concern. 

Not long ago, choosing sheets 
was an easy matter. Fabrics 
were mostly cotton; colors were 
limited to whites and pastels. 
Today, however, coordinated 
bed linens are available to 
harmonize with every decor in 
patterns and colors that range 
from the traditional to the 
exotic 

But, with so many options it 
can be difficult to narrow down 
the choices. The Soap and 


Detergent Association suggests 
beginning with color. Settle on 
one color family and work from 
there. If the preference is for 
dark colors, don't be put off if 
the sheet feels stiffer than its 
light-colored counterparts. The 
amount of dye will initially 
affect the feel of the sheet, 
however, usually it will soften 
up with laundering 

Next, consider design 
approach i.e., florals, 
geometrics or embellished 
solids. One's fashion per- 
sonality is a good clue to the 
type of sheets one can really 
“live’’ with. In general, those 
who dress in the latest trends 
may be more receptive to

While patterns with solids is the 


easiest option, mixing pattern 


with pattern can be exciting 
Because most mills coordinate 
their patterns, it isn't necessary 
to have a sophisticated sense of 
design Advertisements, 
catalogs and in-store displays 
provide plenty of ideas for 
pattern mixing. 

Fiber content is another con- 
sideration. The two most 
common choices are 100 per- 
cent cotton or a cotton and 
polyester blend. Because cotton 
is naturally more absorbent 
than polyester, some people 
find the all-cotton sheets more 
comfortable for sleeping 
However, a blend that is 40 per- 
cent cotton/60 percent polyester 
will still be quite comfortable; a 
blend that is more than 60 per- 
cent polyester tends to be 
coarser and slicker than cotton- 
rich sheets. If the cotton is 
“combed,” it means that all the 
short fibers have been removed 
from the yarn leaving only the 
longest, finest and smoothest 
fibers 

For the traditional flat or 
fitted woven sheets, thread 
count is a favorite measure of 
quality. Thread count refers to 
the actual number of threads 
used per square inch. A higher 
thread count means a tighter 
weave, which results in a softer 
feel and a more durable sheet 
A percale sheet is a fine, 
lustrous, smooth cloth with a 
thread count of 180 and up. A 
muslin sheet, which is more 
loosely woven and feels coarser 
than percale, generally has a 
thread count between 120 and 
160. Although sheets are no 
longer labeled as ‘‘muslin,"’ the 
term “percale” is used when 


appropriate 


Several factors influence the 
price of a sheet. As a general 
rule, the higher the thread 


count and the greater the cotton 


content, the more expensive the 
sheet. Combed cotton sheets are 
more expensive than those 
made from carded, or 
uncombed, cotton. Be aware 
that sheet prices are also 
affected by whether the sheet 
carries a designer name 
Specialty sheets include 
flannel sheets and satin sheets 
With flannel sheets, weight, not 
thread count, is an important 
measure of quality. The heavier 


the sheet, the more yarn it con- 
tains. Better quality flannels 
will appear bulkier in 
package. They will also have an 
even nap, with no lumps and 
few pills. Since most flannels 
are 100 percent cotton, look for 
flannel sheets

Satin sheets, which 
may be woven or knitted. are 
smooth and highly lustrous 
Polyester satins are considered 


the top of the line. Nylon, used 
mostly in knitted satins, is con 


sidered the low end of the satin 
spectrum. Acetate satins have a 
better appearance than nylon 
ones but they don't always 


resist shrinkage or stand up to 
repeated washings like 
polyester satins do 

Proper care will prolong the 
look and the life of any sheet. Do 
not dry clean sheets, cautjons 
The Soap and Detergent 
Association. For best results, 
follow the washing instructions 
on the package. Use warm, not 
hot, water in a machine or by 
hand. Dry on a warm, not hot, 
setting. If the sheets are 
removed from the dryer 
promptly, then folded, they will 
be smooth and relatively 
wrinkle-free. Sheets that are 
labeled ‘‘no iron” reflect an 
industry standard for wrinkle- 
free performance provided 
laundering instructions are 
followed carefully.

Gregg further stated, 

Although the Town of Oakland 
feels no need to honor those 
commitments (based on the 
fact that different personnel 
held office at the time of Cherry 
Glade Run's creation as a 
sanitary district), we are the 
same people who were in office 
at the time of its inception and 
we do feel that commitment."’ 

Reasons for not abandoning 
the district were outlined in a 
letter sent to the Oakland 
Mayor and Town Council Tues- 
day by the commissioners 
They are as follows: 1)The 
residents and property owners 
in the district have expressed 
overwhelming resistance to 
abandoning the district, 
2)There is a great deal of con- 
fusion and distrust concerning 
the users in this area being 
treated fairly by the Town, and 
3)The Town has indicated that 
it may not honor the commit-

Representa 
tives of the State Highway Ad 
ministration and 
county government attended to 
present information on the 
bypass 

Wallace Beaulieu, State High- 
way Administration, explained 
that the bypass is in the stage of 
special study. He stated that 
there are four stages that a 
project must undergo after the 
special study: Project Plan- 
ning, which studies environ- 
mental, social and historical 
impacts; the Design Stage; ob- 
taining rights-of-way for the 
project; and the construction of 
the project 

In the special study the 
Department of Transportation 
looks at the area and the project 
to decide if the project is 
feasible and then discussion is 
held on pursuing the project 

Ernie Gregg, Garrett County 
Commissioner explained that 
the Oakland Bypass was first 
discussed in 1979 

“The project was very viable 
in 1979 1 favored the bypass but 
voted against it when approxi- 
mately 50 businesspersons 
begged me to because they 
thought they would go out of 
business. I continue to favor the 
bypass,"’ Gregg stated 

Oakland Mayor Asa McCain 
explained that there is a 
company entitled the Allegheny 
Front Regional Development 
Corporation that is looking at 
developing Rt. 219 into a major 
four-lane highway from Florida 
to Canada 

Rt. 219 has 
developed into a four-lane high- 
way from Florida to North 
Carolina 

Mayor McCain explained that 
the Oakland Bypass would be 
part of the development of Rt 
219 into a major highway. He 
also stated that the moratorium 
in Oakland, which was in effect 
while the Oakland Sewer 
Project was underway, is about 
to be lifted. McCain feels that it 
is important to obtain the right- 
of-way to property along the

Keyser’s Ridge Woman Killed In 
House Fire, Husband Sustains Burns 


A 7i-year-old Grantsville 
area woman was killed and her 
husband was seriously burned 
last Thursday when fire gutted 
the victim's brother's house 
located along U.S. Rt. 40 about 
one-half mile east of Keyser's 
Ridge 

Lena G. McClintock was kill- 
ed in the 3:25 blaze, which was 
believed to have originated in 
the kitchen area of the two- 
story, 100-year-old wood frame 
structure. Her body was found 
in the kitchen and Guy Carola, 
fire investigator for Garrett and 
Allegany counties, suspects 
that food left on the burner of a 
gas stove located in an alcove 
off the kitchen was responsible 

Luther P. McClintock, 68, and 
Mrs. McClintock's brother, 
Raymond W. George, who own- 
ed and occupied the house, were 
reportedly in a barn behind the 
house tending to cattle when 
they saw smoke coming from 
the house. They attempted to 
get into the house but were turn- 
ed back by the smoke and ex- 
treme heat. Mr. McClintock 
sustained severe burns to his 
hands and face when he attemp- 
ted to enter a window 

Fire fighters from Grant- 
sville, Accident, Deep Creek, 
Bittinger, and Salisbury fire 
departments responded to the 
10:54 a.m. blaze. According to 
Grantsville Fire Chief Herman 
Yoder, flames were coming 
through the windows and doors 


upon their arrival. It took near- 
ly an hour to bring the fire 
under control 

Mrs. McClintock was pre 
nounced dead at the scene by 
Dr. Herbert Leighton, Garrett 


Memorial Hospital 
Cumberland, where he was ad- 
mitted to the intensive care unit 
in “serious’’ condition. His con- 
dition this morning was listed 
as ‘‘stable."’ 

Grantsville units remained on 
the scene until about 3:30 p.m. 

Mrs. McClintock was born 
April 1, 1918, in the Cove, the 
daughter of the late Melchoir 
and Louisa (Smearman) Georg. 

She was a member of St. 
John's Lutheran Church 
(ELCA) and the Ladies Aid of

According to 
the Open Air Burning Regu- 
lations, Title 8, Department of 
Natural Resources, Subtitle .07, 
Maryland Forest, Park & Wild- 
life Service, “burning may 
occur at anytime when the 
ground is covered with snow, if 
all other requirements are 
met.” 

The open air burning regu- 
lations apply to activities in 
woodland and within 200 feet of 
woodland, or a flammable 
material that could carry fire to 
the woodland. There should be a 
firebreak at least 10 feet wide 
around the fire and adequate 
personnel and equipment pres- 
ent to control the fire. The fire 
should be out cold before all 
personne! leaves the scene

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Percolation Test 
Deadline Noted 


Wet area percolation tests 
must be completed before June 
1, 1990, according to Edgar 
Harman, Garrett County 
director of Environmental 
Services, who urges anyone 
who is planning to build a house 
or other facility that will need a 
septic system for sewage 
disposal to check with the 
Health Department as soon as 
possible to see if the property is 
in Or near a wet area 

Harman said that State 
Department of Environment 
regulations require that soils 
evaluation and percolation tests 
be done before the installation 
of on-site sewage disposal 
systems. The evaluations and 
tests are most accurate when 
done in the spring, at the time 
when the water table is the 
highest. Harman warned that a 
septic system installed in an 
area where there is a high 
water table may not work 
properly. The discharge from 
the septic tank may come to the 
surface causing a nuisance and 
a potential health hazard 

The Environmental Health 
Services of the Garrett County 
Health Department can help in 
determining if a site is in a 
possible high water table soil 
The office has county soil maps 
that are published by the Soil 
Conservation Service. Wet 
areas are low areas near 
streams, areas near springs 
and seeps, and areas where it 
has been necessary to relieve 
wet conditions by installing 
field drains 

Harman noted that the Health 
Department expects a ‘very 
busy building season" again 
this year. During 1989, there 
were 300 individual sewage dis- 


posal system permits issued 
Another 200 lots were approved 
for installation of septic system 

‘To avoid delays in 
scheduling your site for evalua- 
tion, you should contact the En- 
vironmenta! Health Services as 
soon as possible," Harman 
said.

State-Wide School f 


A small group of Garrett 
County residents, representing 
parents, teachers, and the 
Board of Education, will join 
together with others throughout 
the state to push for greater 
state funding of public schools 
Looked upon as an effort which 
will probably extend over 
several years, two separate 
groups are taking the lead 
during the current session of the 
General Assembly to highlight 
the need for improved state 
funding of public schools 
through greater equalization of 
aid 

Baltimoreans United in 
Leadership Development 
(BUILD) is a Baltimore-based 
organization formed as a 
response of the churches of 
Baltimore to the pressures and 
concerns of inner-city congre- 
gations and families. The 
organization has worked since 
1977 to improve education, 
employment, health care, and 
housing in the city. On Monday, 
January 29, BUILD will conduct 
a rally and lobbying night to 
impress upon legislators the 
need for greater equity in the 
funding of public schools 

A local group of Garrett 
Countians led by Mrs. Beverly 
Murphy, president of the Gar- 
rett County Board of Education, 
and Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of schools, will 
join a small group of Allegany 
County residents to meet with 
the Allegany and Garrett 
county delegates to the General 
Assembly to discuss the issue 
The evening will conclude with 
the local county and Baltimore 
City groups meeting together to 
plan further strategy 

The Baltimore City Branch of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) has taken steps to 
sponsor a second rally in 
Annapolis to be conducted on 
February 28. Again, enlisting 
the support of others throughout 
the state, the NAACP will focus 
its efforts on achieving a more 
equitable distribution of state 
funds for all of Maryland public 
school students. As in the rally 
on January 29, a delegation 
from Garrett and Allegany 
counties will participate along 
with other local citizen groups 
throughout the state. 

The State of Maryland cur- 
rently provides aid to local 
jurisdictions through 17 
different programs. Only three 
of these programs (basic cur- 
rent expense aid, compensatory 
aid for children who are 
economically and environ- 
mentally disadvantaged, and 
special education aid) are 
equalized — i.e., the amount of 
aid is apportioned in terms of 
the relative ability of juris- 
dictions to pay for public 
services. Together these 
programs account for 53 per- 
cent of state aid for education 
Two programs, teacher retire- 
ment and social security, 
comprising 26 percent of the 
total state aid, are distributed 
disproportionately to school 
systems, thereby substantially 
offsetting the equalizing 
programs. 

The state-wide school funding 
movement will attempt to 
redress part, and hopefully all, 
of this imbalance. As a result, 
counties such as Allegany and 
Garrett, which substantially lag 
behind not only affluent 
counties like Howard and Mont- 
gomery, but seriously trail the 
state-wide average amount 
spent per pupil, will be able to 
provide an education more 
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comparable to the 
wealthy jurisdictions 
lated into services for 
youngsters would be things 
such as reduced class sizes, 
guidance services in 
mentary schools, school nurses, 
computer-assisted instruction 
programs, and other improve- 
ments in texts and materials 
which students use each day, 
according to Dr. Ryscavage

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Ridiculous Proposal? .. . 


The problem of rising prison populations is 
rapidly reaching an alarming level in our state and 
nation, and there is no easy answer to the dilemma 
Right here in Maryland, the state prison system that 
ts designed to accommodate 12,000 inmates is 
currently housing 16,200 and there is a proposal to 
place prisoners in temporary tent campgrounds 
until new prisons can be completed. Some new state 
prisons are scheduled to open this spring, but the 
fear is that, at the current rate of criminal activity in 
our nation, we will never be able to keep up with the 
growing numbers. Not only is prison construction 
expensive, but there is simply not enough time to 
build the number of prisons that are needed. 

Much of the problem could be erased if the 
extensive use of illegal drugs in this country were 
eliminated. The great majority of persons who land 
in prison are there because of criminal activity 
directly or indirectly involving illegal drug use. 

Of course, there is also no easy answer to the 
drug problem. The public cries for stiffer penalties 
for drug abusers and wants these people off the 
streets, but such removal results in greater space 
problems in our prisons. 

We propose an idea that may seem ridiculous to 
many, but is somewhat gratifying to at least think 
about. There are many remote areas still left in the 
world that could serve as a giant prison for the 
hardest of American criminals. Perhaps a currently 
wnoccupied island somewhere would be a choice spot 
to ship these people. There they could reside 
together, totally removed from the rest of society, 
where survival of the fittest would preside. Hungry 
sharks could be used as guards and food and other 
supplies, if it were deemed necessary to provide 
them, could be dropped by air or delivered by boat. 

Charles Rothenberg, who was released from 
prison yesterday after serving seven years for 
setting his own son on fire, should be in the first 
shipment of prisoners to that island. Instead, he was 
feed and the California taxpayers are paying 

8,000 per month to keep track of him, while his 
rmer wife and severely scarred child must live in

Approximately 50 people attended a public meeting co- 
ordinated by the Garrett County League of Women Voters Mon- 
day evening to discuss recycling efforts in the county 

A panel of five guests also attended the meeting to make 
information available to concerned citizens involving the creation 
and maintenance of an effective recycling program. Those guests 
included Paul Shockey, Garrett County Roads Administrator, Lee 
Thorn, Garrett County Roads Department engineer, Joseph 
Strickland, Department of Public Works, Allegany County, Larry 
Brock, president, Brock Stee] Company, Cumberland, and chair-

bypass before the moratorium 
is lifted and further construc- 
tion begins 

McCain also stated that the 
Town of Oakland is pursuing the 
bypass project. One major rea-

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Billion Budget To General Assembly 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer last week submitted to 
the General Assembly a $11.5 
billion operating budget that in- 
creases spending in priority 
areas such as the war against 
iliegai drugs, help for the need; 

and the further improvement of 

higher education 

The governor also submitted 
a $897.8 million plan to build 
new prisons, schools, campus 
facilities and office buildings 
More than half the dollars 
would go to environmental and 
natural resource projects 
($377.7 million) plus primary 
secondary and higher education 
($213.8 million) 

The Fiscal Year 1991 budget 
proposal projects the state real 
estate tax to remain at 21-cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, but 
calls for the closure of tax loop- 
holes amounting to $35.7 mil- 
lion. Well over half this revenue 
($26.6 million) would be used to 
help the developmentally dis- 
abled and other persons in need 
The balance would go into 
prisons and public safety 
programs 

Governor Schaefer noted that 
while the economy of the state 
remains sound, the growth in 
tax revenues has slowed from 
previous years and reflects a 
national trend. The total operat- 
ing budget is $254 million higher 
than the FY 1990 budget as it 
stands today 

“I have therefore had to 
make difficult choices among 


“~ 
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many competing needs. Only a 
few areas will receive signifi- 
cant new funding,’ the 
governor said 

To intensify the battle against 
illegal drugs, Governor 
Schaefer requested $88.9 mil- 
lion, including a $23.3 million re- 
sponse to recommendations of 
his Drug and Alcohol Abuse 
Commission. The $23.3 million 
of new dollars would have $9.3 
million for treatment pro- 
grams, $8.1 million for law 
enforcement, $5.5 million for 
education and prevention, and 
more than $300,000 for research 
Prince Georges County would 
receive another $1 million grant 
to continue its war on drugs 

New anti<irug units would be 
set up in the State Police and 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources Police. The anti<irug 
budget request includes $9.1 
million for a new campaign 
against drunk and drugged 
drivers 

To improve social programs, 
the governor is asking for a five 
percent increase in Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADFC) and a five percent 
increase in General Public 
Assistance (GPA). The average 
family monthly AFDC allot- 
ment would go from $377 to $396 
The GPA maximum monthly 
allowance would rise from $195 
to $205 

Foster care rates would go up 
an average of 14.7 percent 
Project Independence, the pro- 
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gram to train welfare recipients 
for employment, would get $6 
million in state dollars, includ- 
ing $2.8 million from the tax 
loophole closure 

To further expand the ser- 
vices of the Developmental 
Disabilities Administration 
(DDA), the governor is request- 
ing an increase of $15 million 
This would provide 875 new 
spaces lo help the handicapped 
and establish a new center to 
train parents to better care for 
their handicapped youngsters 
The DDA total $258 million 
budget includes $8.5 million for 
the tax loophole closure 


The governor is asking for $4 
million to help the homeless, an 
increase of $1.1 million. This in- 
cludes $600,000 in health care 
for the homeless, plus 134,640 

bednights"’ in shelters — an in- 
crease of 40,000 

Focusing on higher edu- 
cation, Governor Schaefer is 
proposing $1.73 billion in all 
funds, an increase of 8.2 per- 
cent. This includes $917.3 mil- 
lion in general funds, a jump of 
10.8 percent. Enhancements are 
requested for all campuses, 
along with $1 million in chal- 
lenge grants for the community 
college network 


The budget provides $6 mil- 
lion for the state takeover of the 
Community College of Balti- 
more, $3 million for the Pea- 
body Conservatory and $2.4 mil- 
lion to go toward the music 
school's endowment. Another 
$1.5 million would be used to 
help make the Enoch Pratt 
Library in Baltimore City the 
state resource center 


For the six state agencies and 
University of Maryland pro 
grams to restore and preserve 
the Chesapeake Bay, the 
governor is asking $73.8 million 
in operating funds and $51.9 mil- 
lion in capital money. Included 
is $300,000 to help local govern- 
ments implement plans to pro- 
tect critical shoreline areas 

More than $2.7 billion of the 
budget would be in direct local 
aid, and returned to Baltimore 
City and the 23 counties for 
various programs. This repre- 
sents an increase of almost $250 
million 

Other enhancements sought 
by the governor include a four 
percent cost of living pay raise 
for state employees, with 
higher increases for state 
troopers and a number of posi- 
tions where the state has had a 
longtime problem in recruiting 
qualified personne! 

The budget also provides for 
the lease-purchase of three 
more medevac helicopters ($2.4 
million), the Maryland School 
Performance Project recom- 
mended by the Sondheim Com- 
mission ($1 million), a new 
state convention center 
authority to assist facilities in 
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$500,000), addi 
tional money for the Baltimore 
Zoo ($200,000), grants to artist 
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$2.4 mil- 
a catastrophe recovery 
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The operating budget request 
is comprised of $6.4 billion in 
general funds, $2.3 billion in 
special funds, $2 billion in 
federal funds and $.8 billion in 
higher education money 


The total figure contains $78.2 
million to cover deficiencies 
The largest items are $27.3 
million for foster care and 
AFDC caseloads, plus $4.8 mil- 
lion for prison construction, 
operations and local jails 

Today's budget request calls 
for the onetime use of $71.2 mil- 
lion left in the account to repay 
persons whose deposits were 
frozen in the 1985 failure of 
several savings and loan com- 
panies. The money would be 
used for the construction of 
prison and helicopter facilities, 
schools, natural resource proj- 
ects, and for loan programs re- 
lated to economic development

The Department of Transpor- 
tation operating budget con- 
tains $414.2 million for the Mass 
Transit Administration, an in- 
crease of $56.5 million. Some of 
the money is earmarked for 
construction and is not included 
in the $897.8 million capital 
budget figure. Examples are 
$95.6 million for the Metro Sec- 
tion C extension to Johns 
Hopkins Hospital and $1.8 mil- 
lion to complete work on the 
Owings Mills leg 

Another $92.9 million, includ- 
ing $69.1 million in general 
funds, is requested for the 
Central Light Rail Line. In addi- 
tion, $1.9 million is proposed to 
begin engineering on the $70 
million Bethesda-Silver Spring 
light rail connector in Mont- 
gomery County 


In the $897.8 million capital 
budget, Governor Schaefer is 
recommending the sale of $329.9 
million in general obligation 
bonds, $77.3 million in general 
funds (PAYGO)o, $15.5 million 
in prior unneeded authori- 
zations, $282 million in revenue 
bonds sold by various state 
agencies, $93.6 million in 
federal dollars, and $99.3 
million in special funds. The 
total includes $60 million to 
assist local governments with 
public school construction 


The largest single capital 
allocation is for the Department 
of Natural Resources and the 
Department of the Environ- 
ment, totaling almost $378 mil- 
lion. Included are more than 
$264 million for water quality 
programs, $4 million for Ocean 
City beach replenishment, and 
$2.25 million to repair the 
Bloede Dam in Baltimore 
County 

Higher education is in for al- 
most $231.8 million, with the 
University of Maryland System 
scheduled for more than half, 
$130.3 million. Morgan State 
University is budgeted for $16.8 
million and St. Mary's College, 
$12 million for a new science 
building. State prison and local 
jail construction accounts for 
another $130.5 million 

Elsewhere, the capital budget 
seeks $3.1 million for expansion 
of the Charlotte Hall Veterans 
Home, $7.5 million for the 
Public Safety Training Center, 
$7.45 million for the library for 
the blind and physically handi- 
capped, and $556,000 to enlarge 
the Maryland Correctional

Sen. Bambacus 


Sponsors Victims’ 


Rights Bills 


District One Senator John N 
Bambacus (R-Allegany, Gar 
rett) announced this week that 
he is the primary sponsor of a 
package of bills in the 1990 
Maryland General Assembly 
session concerning victims’ 
rights legislation 

The bills, according to 
officials at Bambacus’ office, 
were released Monday by the 
president of the Senate. Senate 
Bills 46 and 347 give the 
victims of serious crime a voice 
in criminal proceedings, ‘‘a 
process in which they are so 
often not heard,"’ stated 
Bambacus 

The bills also add a new 
article to the Maryland 
Declaration of Rights, part of 
the Maryland State Constitu- 
tion, establishing the constitu- 
tional right of a victim of a 
serious crime to be informed of, 
present at and heard in 
appropriate criminal justice 
proceedings 

In addition, Senator Bam- 
bacus has re-introduced the 
warrantless arrest bill (SB 7), 
which extends law enforcement 
powers in cases involving 
domestic violence The 
proposed legislation permits a 
police officer to arrest a person 
without a warrant if the officer 
has probable cause to believe 
the person has battered a 
spouse, child, or any individual 
with whom the person resides. 

Senator Bambacus has been a 
primary sponsor of victims’ 
rights legislation during his 
eight years in office. “All 
victims, children as well as 
adults, must be afforded the 
maximum protection under the 
law," said Bambacus. “We 
must send the message that this 
type of behavior will not be 
tolerated,"’ he added 

All three pieces of legislation 
have been assigned to the 
Judicial Proceedings 
Committee. Hearing dates have 
not yet been announced. 
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Kdwards Confident 
Axle Load 
Limit Bills 


District 1-A Delegate George 
Cc Edwards this week 
expressed confidence over two 
bills he is sponsoring regarding 
axle load limits, which are 
scheduled to be heard Wednes- 
day, January 31, during the 
Maryland General Assembly 
1990 session 

The bills were introduced into 
legislation January 15 and will 
be heard by the Constitutional 
and Administrative Law 
Committee in the House of 
Delegates 

Edwards stated, ‘I feel 
confident the bills will get 
through," noting that a similar 
bill failed to pass during last 
year's session 

House Bill 317 states, 
“Requiring law enforcement 
officer, before using citation, to 
allow up to three hours for 
operators of vehicles that are in 
violation of specified axle load 
limits to bring the vehicles into 
compliance by shifting the load 
distributions, if the vehicles do 
not exceed their registerd gross 
weight and shifting the load 
distributions is likely to satisfy 
the specified limits; estab- 
lishing that the vehicle operator 
may not be cited for violation of 
the Act if compliance is 
achieved within three hours; 
and generally relating thereto."’ 

HB 318 states, ‘Authorizing 
an axle load limit tolerance of 
10 percent of the established 
gross weight formula for 
vehicles carrying forest 
products that have been loaded 
in the forest or other similar off- 
highway locations

Funding kor Community Colleges 


A million-dollar fund to en- 
courage excellence in Mary 
land's two-year colleges is the 
highlight of Governor William 
Donald Schaefer's proposed 
budget for community colleges 

The fund, if approved by the 
General Assembly, will be allo 
cated among Maryland's 17 
community colleges by the 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission on a competitive 
basis. The Commission, created 
in July 1988, is responsible for 
setting higher education goals 
and priorities to reflect the 
needs of Marylanders and the 
state 

The purpose of the challenge 
fund is to provide incentives for 
community colleges to under- 
take initiatives outside their 
regular programs which have 
the potential to benefit the state 
and the local community 
Guidelines for the fund will be 
developed by the commission 

As mandated by a statutory 
formula, the governor also ap- 
proved a 3.8 percent increase in 
funding for community col- 
leges. The $4.4 million increase 
brings the state's share to $122.4 
million, roughly a third of the 
cost of running the colleges 

Garrett Community College 
will receive a 3.1 percent fund- 
ing increase, from $1,250,204 in 
fiscal 1990 to $1,289,278 in fiscal 
1991 

The governor's capital budget 


also includes #.5 million to 
meet community college bond 
bill requirements 
Community colleges are aa 

essential part of our effort to 
make sure that higher edu- 
cation plays a conr*ructive role 
in strengthening Maryland's 
economy ,"’ said J. Henry Butta, 
chairman of the commission 
‘Even in a year when the state 
budget is extremely tight, the 
governor has recommended in 
creased funding that reflects 
the importance of their effort."’ 

The governor also included 
over $ million in his recom- 
mended budget for operation of 
the Community College of Balti- 
more when the state assumes 
the responsibility for the col- 
lege, a step requested by the 
city administration. Legislation 
to transfer the college from city 
to state contro! will be intro 
duced by the governor's office 

The FY 1991 budget, which 
now must be considered by the 
General Assembly, takes effect 
on July 1, 1990

The American Heart Asso 
ciation (AHA) has announced a 
new writing contest for middle 
school and high school students 
in conjunction with the 
upcoming Save A Sweet Heart 
(SASH) program 

The SASH contest will focus 
on short public service 
announcements (PSA's) 
emphasizing an increased 
awareness by students on the 
acverse health consequences of 
smoking. A PSA is a radio com- 
mercial that publicizes 
programs, activities, or edu- 
cational themes of non-profit 
organizations. In most Allegany

Entries will be sub 
mitted to the selected SASH 
coerdinator at school 
Individual en- 
couraged group 
entries will be accepted 
The PSA may use music or 
sound effects, but the wording 
of the copy must be reduced to 
fit_into a standard 30-second 
announcement. The writer 
should keep in mind that the 
winning copy will be spoken, not 
read. It should grab the 
attention of the minds of the 
audience, and then implant the 
important message in the 
mitkis of the audience. “A PSA 
call be clever, funny, or even 
oulfageous, but it may never be 
bofing,"’ an AHA spokesman

200,000 Calls 


The Better Business Bureau 
of Greater Maryland continued 
to assist consumers and busi- 
nesses at record levels in 1989 
with nearly 200,000 requests for 
help and information 

Philip Kershner, BBB presi- 
dent, reports that the BBB 
settled 92 percent of consumer 
complaints received against 
local businesses, and issued 
over 53,000 reliability reports. 

According to Kershner, the 
19869 “scam of the year’’ was a 
scheme perpetrated by the 
issues of bogus credit cards. 
The Better Business Bureau 
was swamped with inquiries 
from consumers across the 
country who received letters 
stating they had been pre 
approved for credit cards. The 
letters implied that for a fee, 
consumers would receive a Visa 
or MasterCard. What they 
actually got for their money 
was a virtually worthless 
“credit card,’’ which could only 
be used for merchandise in the 
seller's catalog 

“We understand that the 
perpetrators of this scam 
bought mailing lists with the 
names of people who might be 
most susceptible to buying 
credit cards,"’ said Kershner, 
“like consumers who had filed 
for personal bankruptcy, or had 
a poor credit history or no 
former credit history 

The Better Business Bureau 
checked into these scams and 
was able to save money for the 
thousands of consurners who 
made pre-purchase calls to the 
BBB. Kershner advised, “We 
were able to help the public 
distinguish between genuine 
offers of credit, and scams 
designed to simply rob people of 
an application fee.”

Public Concerns Addressed

Registration 


Now In Effect 


Universal registration, 
passed into law by the General 
Assembly, went into effect 
January 1, 1990, providing that 
when one registers to vote with 
a county, one is then eligible to 
vote in municipal elections 
occurring in the area of 
residency; additional registra- 
tion is no longer necessary 

Residents wishing to vote 
only in municipal elections may 
be maintained on a supple- 
mental list kept by the muni- 
cipality. Some municipalities 
allow persons on the supple- 
mental list to vote in a city 
election even though they may 
not reside in that municipality 

The county election board and 
the municipality will develop a 
plan for updating voter history 
of persons registered in the 
county; those voters maintain- 
ed on the municipality's supple- 
mental voter registration list 
will be updated according to 
method devised by the 
municipality 

Voters casting ballots only in 
municipal elections although 
registered in the county will be 
maintained on the voter rolls of 
both jurisdictions as long as 
they vote within five calendar 
years. Additional information 
about universal registration, as 
well as voter registration, may 
be obtained by calling the local 
election board or by calling the 
State Administrative Board of

In this age , basic computor classes get more emphasis than home econonmics. Parents 
can help their children by teaching them important kitchen skills that can lead to self-sufficient “petite 
gourmets* who find rewards in cooking for themselves 

Creating food can be exciting to children, especially when they help in the preparation 
Taking children through simple recipes means they not only create different dishes to eat, but they 
learn the basics about the ‘science’, safety and nutrition of food. As a result, children know how to 
plan a variety of healthy meals and can be trusted alone in the kitchen 

Children can begin helping in the kitchen at a young age reading recipes, setting the table 
or cleaning up after meais 

Because children have short attention spans, select recipes that have few steps. Point out 
the things adults sometimes take for granted, such as food changing color during the cooking 
process. Explain how to protect food from spoilage by wrapping it tightly and refrigerating after use 

Children who learn cooking basics can find reward and a sense of independence when they 
cook for themselves. Encourage them with positive feedback whenever possible. The biggest

% cup light corn syrup 
% cup butter, softened 
1 teaspoon peppermint extract

Cream butter or margarine, brown sugar, and 
pudding mix, add egg and beat well. Combine flour, 
baking soda, ginger, and cinnamon. Stir into creamed 
mixture, chill. Roll dough on floured surface to 
1/8-inch thickness. Cut with 4-inch gingerbread-man 
cutter. Place on ungreased cookie sheet. Bake at 350° 
for 6 to 8 minutes. Remove from cookie sheet. Cool.

MIDGET DATE LOAVES 

% cup boiling water 
1% cups snipped pitted dates 
1% cups all-purpose flour 
\% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 beaten egg 
1 cup shredded sharp American cheese (4-ounces) 
% cup chopped walnuts 

Pour boiling water over dates and let stand 5 
minutes. Stir together flour, sugar, soda, and \% 
teaspoon salt, add dates, beaten egg, cheese, and 
walnuts, mixing well. Spoon batter into 4 greased 
5x3x2-inch loaf pans. Bake in 350° oven for about 35 
minutes or until done. Or, bake in one greased 9x5x3- 
inch loaf pan for 55 to 60 minutes or until done. 


EASY CHOCOLATE FUDGE 
% cup butter or margarine 
1 5%-6-ounce package regular chocolate pudding 
mix, ‘2 cup milk 

1 pound sifted powdered sugar (4% cups) 
‘2 cup chopped walnuts 
42 teaspoon vanilla 

In medium saucepan melt butter or margarine, 
stir in dry pudding mix and milk. Bring to boiling, boil 
for 1 minute, stirring constantly. Remove from heat, 
beat in powdered sugar. Stir in walnuts and vanilla. 
Turn into buttered 10x6x2-inch dish. Garnish with 
walnut halves, if desired.

2 egg whites 
% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 (16-ounce) bag chocolate chips 
Nuts (optional) 

Beat egg whites until stiff. Add sugar, beating in 1 
tablespoon at a time. Add vanilla. Fold in nuts and 
chocolate chips. Drop on cookie sheet 2 inches apart. 
Put in oven preheated to 350° and turn of, leeving 


cookies in the oven. Leave overnight until morning. 
No peeking. 


CHEESE MELTS 
2 English muffins, split and toasted 
2 tablespoons butter, softened 
4 %-inch-thick tomato slices 
8 slices crisp bacon 
8 3x1-inch slices Swiss, Cheddar or Monterey Jack 
cheese 

Arrange the muffin halves in a baking dish or 
paper plate. Spread evenly with the butter. Top each 
with a tomato slice and crisscross with 2 slices of 
bacon. Overlap with 2 slices of cheese. Cook on HIGH 
until the cheese melts. Serves 4. 


CHURCH-WINDOW CANDY 
1 6-ounce package semisweet chocolate pieces (1 
cup) 

% cup butter or margarine 
3 cups multicolored tiny marshmallows 
% cup chopped pecans or walnuts 

In a large saucepan over low heat melt chocolate 
pieces and butter or margarine, remove from heat 
and cool. Stir in marshmallows and % cup of the 
pecans or walnuts. Divide mixture in half and shape 
each half into a log 1% inches in diameter and 6 inches 
—¢ roll each in remaining ‘ cup pecans or walnuts 

chill. Slice logs into %-inch slices. Makes about 2 
dozen. 


WARM GINGERBREAD 
1 cup (2 sticks) butter, plus 2 teaspoons for the pan, 
at room temperature 

3 cups all-purpose flour 
1% teaspoons baking soda 
1 tablespoon ground ginger 
1 tablespoon ground cinnamon 
% cup (packed) brown sugar 
3 large eggs 
% cup sour cream 
% cup molasses 

Place an oven rack in the center of the oven. Then 
turn on the oven and preheat to 350°. Using a paper 
towel, rub the 2 teaspoons of butter evenly over the 
bottom and sides of the baking pan. Place the flour, 
baking soda, ginger, and cinnamon in a mixing bowl 
and stir them together with your fingers or a fork. 
Place 1 cup of butter and the brown sugar in the mixer 
bowl. Using the electric mixer, beat on high speed 
until pale brown and creamy. Break the eggs into the 
butter mixture and beat until completely blended. 
Add half the flour mixture and mix on low speed until 
smooth. Then add the sour cream and mix until 
blended. Add the remaining flour and mix the batter 
until smooth. Using a rubber spatula, scrape the 
batter into the prepared pan and smooth the top. Put 
on your oven mitts and put the pan into the oven. Bake 
until the gingerbread has shrunk away from the sides 
of the pan, about 30 minutes. Wearing your mitts, 
transfer the pan to the cooling rack. Let the 
gingerbread cool slightly. Cut into squares with a 
knife and serve. 


NO-KNEAD ROLLS 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 package active dry yeast 
1% cups milk 
% cup butter or margarine 
“% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 egg 
1% cups all-purpose or whole wheat flour 

In a large mixer bow! mix the 2 cups flour and the 
yeast with a wooden spoon. Place milk, butter, sugar, 
and salt into saucepan, cook and stir over medium 
heat until butter almost melts and mixture is warm 
(115°). Pour warm mixture over flour mixture. Add 
egg and beat at low speed with mixer for 30 seconds, 
beat at high speed 3 minutes. Gradually stir in the 1% 
cups all-purpose or whole wheat flour, beat with 
wooden spoon until smooth. Cover dough in bow! with 
greased waxed paper. Put bowl in a warm place to 
rise for 1 hour or until dough is doubled. Beat dough 
with a wooden spoon. Let rest 5 minutes. Grease 20 
muffin pans with shortening. Drop batter with a spoon 
into muffin pans, filling them about halfway. Cover 
Wildl @PCESOU WeAcU payri and tet rise 3 minutes or 
until doubled. Remove wax paper. Bake in a 400° oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes or until golden. Cool in pan 5 
minutes. Remove and cool on wire rack. Makes 20. 


SLOPPY JOES 

Use a 2-quart casserole dish 
1 pound lean ground beef 
1 tablespoon dried onion flakes 
¥%2 teaspoon garlic salt 
M4 teaspoon pepper 
'% cup barbecue sauce 
4 hamburger buns 

Microwave crumbled ground beef and onion 
flakes for 44 minutes on HIGH. Stir several times. 
Drain off all fat. Add garlic salt, pepper and barbecue 
sauce. Stir well. Microwave for 45 minutes on 50%, 
power. Spoon mixture over buns and serve at once. 
Makes 4 servings. 


CHOCOLATE NUT POPCORN 

4 quarts popped corn, lightly salted 
12 oz. package chocolate chips 
% cup butter or margarine 
2 cups honey roasted peanuts

Remove from heat, stir in peanuts. Pour chocolate 
mixture over popcorn, stir to coat. Spread on waxed 
paper to cool. To serve, break into bite-size pieces. 


GREETING CARD COOKIES 

12 cups butter or margarine, softened 
2 cups packed brown sugar 
1 egg 
4 cups all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
‘2 teaspoon ground cloves 
44 teaspoon baking soda 
Decorator icing and candies 

Beat together butter and sugar until fluffy, add 
egg. Beat until light. Stir flour with spices and soda, 
add to creamed mixture. Mix well. Cover, chill until 
firm, about 2 hours. Divide dough into 6 portions. 
Place each portion on an ungreased cookie sheet and 
roll dough out evenly to “«-inch thick.

3 cups all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
\% teaspoon salt 
% cup milk 
M% cup grape, strawberry, or apple jelly 

Beat together — butter, butter or margarine, 
and sugar until fluffy. Stir together flour, baking 
powder and salt. Blend dry ingredients into creamed 
mixture. Beat well. Blend in milk. Shape dough into 
two 2-inch rolls 7% inches long. Wrap in clear plastic 
wrap.

DHMH Funding 
Upped 9.68% In 
Schaefer Budget 


Officials with the Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) have expressed their 
support for Governor William 
Donald Schaefer's spending 
plan which calls for a 9.68%, in- 
crease in the department's 
budget, boosting its spending to 
$2.19-billion beginning July 1, 
1990. The governor presented 
his Fiscal Year 1991 state budg- 
et to the General Assembly on 
January 17 
With this increase we will be 
able to expand needed services, 
such as implementing the 
governor's substance abuse 
initiatives, while keeping 
spending in line with the 
affordability limits set by the 
legislature," said Adele Wil- 
zack, R.N., M.S., Secretary of 
DHMH. “We will be able to do 
this by putting into place some 
cost containment measures that 
will require us to manage our 
dollars more closely and make 
the most of what we have,"’ she 
said. ‘‘Without these measures 
the department's budget would 
have been a lot higher — about

1988 Republican victory in 
Maryland 
* The letter reads in part, “In 
politics they say it's hard to tell 
pho your friends are. But you 
have always been a generous 
tciend. And together in 1988 we 
aecomplished great things 
& “With your contribution, we 
@an mount the same kind of 
fort that carried Maryland for 
eorge Bush. And just like in 
968, your contribution will 
ke a difference.” 


Terhes said that these state 
ments are misleading because 
the Maryland Republican Fund 
did not exist during the 1988 
campaign. It was just filed as a 
committee with the Federal 
Election Commission on Jan 
vary 16, 1990, the same day its 
fundraising letter is dated. She 
said that Richard Andrews, 
another Fleming ally, is listed 
by the FEC as treasurer of 
Maryland Republican Fund 

Terhes said that the letter, 
sponsored by representatives of 
the same group who left the 
Maryland party $40,000 in debt 
at the time of Fleming's resig- 
nation, is undermining the state 
party's fundraising efforts 

“We have received calls from 
previous state party contribu- 
tors all over Maryland wanting 
to know if this is our fundraising 
letter. Many people will 
obviously believe it is and will 
send donations to Maryland 
Republican Fund thinking they 
are helping the state party to 
get out of debt and finance 
Republican candidates in the 
1990 election.

Board Hears 
Local Kadlucators 


The Garrett County Forestry. 
Board met January 10 at 
Cornish Manor Restaurant, 
Oakland Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage, superintendent of 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education, and Jim Allen, di- 
rector of technology at Garrett 
Community College, were 
guests 

The Maryland Association of 
Forestry Boards, in cooperation 
with the Maryland Forest, Park 
and Wildlife Service, will be 
sponsoring a ‘‘Chesapeake Bay 
School Reforestation Project.” 
Each Forestry Board will re 
ceive a grant of $1,500 for re- 
forestation on selected school 
properties. The goal of the re- 
forestation project is to help 
educate students about the 
benefits of trees as a natural re- 
source, for watershed protec- 
tion and other environmental 
benefits 

The Board discussed the 
implementation of this program 
with Dr. Ryscavage. ‘‘This pro- 
gram will be of special impor- 
tance here since 4 percent of 
Garrett County is forested and 
we tend to take it for granted,” 
a Board spokesman said. ‘ Agri- 
culture and forestry represent 


the largest industry in the 
county, and even here, the 
general perception among 


many people today is that cut- 
ting trees is bad.” 

Dr. Ryscavage said the Board 
is always looking for ways of 
cooperating with industry and 
increasing the educational 
opportunities for the students 
The Board discussed ways of 
incorporating this type of con- 
servation education into all 
levels of the school system 

Forestry Boards across the 
state are becoming involved in 
the approval process for forest 
harvest plans in the critical 
area around the Chesapeake 
Bay. The Garrett Board had 
discussed this issue at a 
previous meeting and discussed 
ways of updating Board 
members on state-of-art re- 
search in forest management 

Jim Allen, director of tech 
nology at GCC, gave the Board 
an update on the courses being 
offered at the college. He said 
many of the technical courses in 
forestry and wildlife are being

Service Program 
Expanded Jan. | 
Low-cost telephone service 
became available on January | 
1990, for as many as 63,000 
Marylanders who are certified 
participants in the Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren (AFDC) Program 

Called Tel-Life, the service is 
currently available to elderly 
and disabled Marylanders who 
are certified participants under 
the Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSI) Program and the 
Department of Human Re- 
sources (DHR) administered 
General Public Assistance 
(GPA) Program 

According to C&P spokes- 
woman Nancy Nemith, ‘‘Tel- 
Life service was originally the 
result of a bill which was passed 
by the 1985 Maryland General 
Assembly. Its purpose is to en- 
sure that those low-income 
elderly and disabled individuals 
who may have the greatest need 
for telephone service are not 
precluded from such service 
due to cost. We believe that the 
most recent legislation, which 
was passed by the 1989 Mary- 
land General Assembly and ex- 
tended the benefits of Tel-Life 
service to AFDC recipients, is a 
logical expansion of Tel-Life 
service. Now, an even larger 
segment of our community will 
benefit from this program." 

‘We are very pleased to work 
with C&P Telephone to provide 
Tel-Life to AFDC recipients,” 
said the Department of Human 
Resources Secretary Carolyn 
W. Colvin. “Tel-Life is a much 
needed service for our clients 
because a telephone has be- 
come a necessity rather than a 
privilege." 

Tel-Life service includes local 
residential service plus 30 local, 
untimed calls per month 
Participants will be billed by 
C&P for only 30% of its ap 


















proved charges for this service 

At current rates, the basi 
monthly rate for the line equ 
ates to $2.53 for rotary dial ser 
vice or $3.16 for touch tone ser- 
plus applicable taxes 
said Nemith. ‘‘In 


vice 
and 911 fees,” 


addition, Tel-Life customers 
will receive the 50% discount on 
the first 30 local calls each 


month, which will be billed at 
the rate of 4.5 cents per call. All 
calls over 30 will be billed at the 
approved rate of 9 cents per 
call." 

There are certain restrictions 
built into the program. For 
example, a participant may not 
have any other local telephone 
service in his or her dwelling 
unit and may not have any 
premium services such as Call 
Waiting or Three-Way Calling 
However, since some disa- 
bilities preclude the use of dial 
telephone service, touch tone 
service is available at a 30% 
discount. Participants in the 
program are required to pay 
the full, approved rate for all 
other services including the 
total charges for any local calls 
after the first 30 and for all long 
distance calls 

The State Department of 
Human Resources began mail- 
ing information about Tel-Life 
service on December 30, 1989, to 
individuals who were receiving 
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AFDC benefits. The infor 
mation includes an application 
form for customers to mail to 
the Department of Human Re- 
sources, along with a brochure 
explaining the service in detail 
The Department of Human Re- 
sources will screen and certify 
applicants who qualify for Tel 
Life service and forward the 
completed form to C&P to pro 
cess the application for service 
This application process could 
take up to 30 days from the date 
the customer mails the com- 
pleted form to DHR 

DHR anticipates having all 
mailings out to ADFC 
recipients by early February 
Any customer who has not re 
ceived an information package 
by February 15, 1990, should

Goldstein Says Forms 1099G

On The Way To State Taxpayers 


Our office will begin mailing 
more than 815,000 Form 1090G's 
to Maryland taxpayers on Jan- 
uary 22, and some taxpayers 
are likely to have questions 
about them,"’ State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 

The Income Tax Division 
sends the 1099G information 
forms to taxpayers who 
itemized deductions last year 
and received a refund from the 
state of Maryland. ‘We're 
required by federal law to send 
the Form 1099G to remind these 
taxpayers that the state income 
tax refund they received last 
year must be reported as 
income on the 1989 federal tax 
return,"’ Goldstein said. But the 
comptroller reminded tax- 
payers that they need not attach 
the 1099G to their federal or 
state income tax forms 

Most questions about the 


1099G's come from taxpayers

who don't remember getting a 
refund check. ‘But before you 
call with questions, you should 
check your records,’’ the 
comptroller said. Many tax- 
payers applied last year's 
refund to their 1989 estimated 
tax. Although they didn’t get a 
refund check, they did receive 
the benefit of a refund 

“Another reason taxpayers 
might have questions about the 
1090G is that it reflects all 
Maryland refunds credited to 
the taxpayer during 1989, 
including not only an original 
tax refund for 1968, but also any 
refunds from any amended 
returns for 1968 or prior years," 
he said. 

Taxpayers who still have 
questions after they check their 
records should call the refund 
section at (301) 974-3701.

Maryland Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wayne A. Cawley Jr., 
with members of his staff, testi- 
fied January 9%, before the 
Governor's Commission on 
Growth in the Chesapeake Bay 
Region. The testimony focused 
on agricultural land preser- 
vation and the future profit- 
ability of farming. 

‘We realize the importance of 
green space to the quality of life 
for Marylanders. This has been 
well established. For us, the 
good news is that we are in the 
process of learning how impor- 
tant well managed farmland 
can be to the health of the 
Chesapeake Bay,’’ Cawley said 

Testifying along with Cawley 
were Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture for Animal Health 
and Consumer Services Dr 
Archibald B. Park, Vice 
Chancellor for Agriculture and 
Natural Resources at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Dr. Ray- 
mond Miller, and the Executive 
Director of the Maryland Agri- 
cultural Land Preservation 
Foundation Paul W. Scheidt 

The Governor's Commission 
on Growth is chaired by 
Michael D. Barnes, former 
Congressman from Mont- 
gomery County. Its mission is to 
provide the Governor with a 
recommended “Action 
Agenda” to maintain economic 
growth and ensure a healthy 
environment and cleaner 
Chesapeake Bay 

In preparing its recommen- 
dations for the next century, the 
commission is taking testimony 
from groups and individuals 
over a broad spectrum of Mary- 
land society.

Tax Cut “Top Priority” For 1990 


President George Bush told 
more than 7,000 farm families 
attending the American Farm 
Bureau Federation's 7lst an- 
nual meeting, held this month in 
Orlando, Fla., that through 
“sound fiscal practices, 
management of our resources, 
common sense attitudes and, 
God willing, good weather, we 
can succeed” in keeping ‘‘rural 
America strong and American 
agriculture thriving in the 
1990s." 

President Bush praised the 
efforts of Farm Bureau in the 
fight for fiscal responsibility 
and a reduction in capital gains 
taxes two priorities of the 
organization. “Your support 
has been instrumental in the 
fight for the capital gains tax 
cut and the fight isn't over yet,"’ 
he said. ‘Passage of our capital 
gains proposal, which would 
apply to the sale of farmland, 
will be one of my top priorities 
in this legislative year,"’ he 
said 

In what he termed his ‘first 
major address of the decade,” 
Bush called on Farm Bureau 
members to rally for a capital 
gains tax cut when Congress 
returns to Washington this 
week. ‘For us to reap the full 
benefits of a competitive econo- 
my, we must cut the capital 
gains tax rate. With our capital 
gains proposal, we can help 
keep American agriculture 
dynamic and prosperous. And, 
with continued economic 
growth, we can keep rural 
America going strong." 

Bush cited the 1990 farm bill, 
environmental issues and on- 
going international trade nego- 
tiations as other issues ‘high on 
my agenda for the nation be- 
cause what's good for agri- 
culture is good for America 

“To be competitive, we must 
have market-oriented farm 
policies that allow producers 
more flexibility to decide what 
crops to grow, so American 
farmers can do what American 
farmers do best: compete,” 
Bush said. ‘At the same time, 
we've got to maintain a safety 
net to protect farmers from 
conditions beyond their control 
But market-oriented farm 
policies are only a part of the 
agricultural picture,"’ the presi- 
dent said. ‘We've got to expand 
markets and enhance 
productivity. We've got to asure 
the public that America's food 
is the safest in the world, and

| challenge you to jote me le & totally 
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we've got to protect our 
precious environment.” 

President Bush emphasized 
his support for fighting inter- 
national trade barriers 
“through negotiation, not recip- 
protectionism."’ He 
stressed that ‘‘any agreement 
we sign will be an agreement 
that’s also good for American 
agriculture. Our goal is simple: 
open markets and free trade." 

The efforts of farmers as 
environmentalists also were 
praised. ‘America's farmers 
understand the importance of a 
clean environment. Many of 
you here today come from 
farms that have been handed 
down from parents and grand- 
parents,’ Bush said. ‘You 
know that to protect the land is 
to protect not just your livli- 
hood, but your heritage 

“You've been through the 
worst droughts and natura! dis- 
asters of the 1980s and survived 
economic tough times. But you 
have worked with your minds 
and your hands to beat 
adversity with a kind of can-do 
commitment that's been the 
hallmark of American farming 
for generations."

Call For Greater Crop Flexibility 


Dean Kleckner was selected 
to a third two-year term at the 
American Farm Bureau F eder- 
ation’s 7lst annual meeting in 
Orlando, Fla., this month. Vice 
President Harry Bell also was 
re-elected 

In official policy action, Farm 
Bureau delegates endorsed the 
basic principles of the current 
farm bill. The delegates 
stressed, however, that Con- 
gress should provide greater 
flexibility in planting choices 
among farm program crops 

The assembled farmers and 
ranchers said producers should 
have greater freedom to inter- 
change base acreages among 
program crops and approved 
non-program crops 

On the farm bill, the dele- 
gates said, ‘We support enact- 
ment of a new five-year or 
longer farm bill which will con- 
tinue to move the United States 
in the general direction of a 
market-based, export-competi- 
tive agriculture.’ The dele- 
gates reaffirmed their opposi- 
tion to any type of mandatory 
production control, acreage 


control or marketing control 
programs and called for a 
freeze of target prices at their 
1990 levels 

The delegates also called for 
a 4-million-acre cap on the 
conservation reserve program, 
the level stipulated by the 1985 
farm act, and said loan and 
farmer-held grain reserve 
levels should be tied to market 
prices 

In addressing food safety con- 
cerns, the farm group called for 


an aggressive program to edu- 


cate consumers on the stand- 
ards of safety and nutritional 
value of the American food

“We support research aimed 
at reducing overall inputs 
needed to sustain a profitable 
farming operation and infor- 
mation programs to farmers on 
proven means of improving the 
efficiency of inputs,” the dele- 
gates said. In related actions, 
the farm group voiced support 
for seafood inspection by the 
Agriculture Department, a 
national labeling program for 
organic foods and improved 
inspection services for 
imported food products 

The delegates also called for 
a cut in capital gains taxes for 
timber, livestock, depreciable 
assets and land. President Bush 
had earlier received enthusi- 
astic response to his convention 
cali for a reduced 
tax 

The delegates continued the 
organization's support for 
efforts to liberalize world farm 
trade. ‘‘We support the concept 
embodied in the U.S. world 
trade proposal that all trade- 
distorting government pro- 
posals be subjected to pro 
gressive and substantial reduc- 
tions worldwide,"’ they de- 
clared 
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But if the current trade nego 
tiations fail & 
stantial progress, the delegates 
reaffirmed their support for 
retention of domestic farm pro 
grams, existing Section 22 
waivers and retention of the 
U.S. Meat Import Act 
also called for a waiver of the 
Jackson-Vanik law to 
lateral trade negotiations with 
the Soviet Union and other 
Eastern European countries 
which could lead to establish 
ment of most-favored-nation 
treatment for those countries 

On the domestic side, the 
farmers and ranchers called for 
a sound crop insurance pro- 
gram. ‘‘We support the abolish- 
ment of disaster programs 
when the federal crop insurance 
program is made equitable and 
workable,"’ they said 

In other actions, the delegates 
called for expanded farm credit 
services, reasonable acreage 
levels for wetland designations 
greater oversight by the Com 
modity Futures Trading Com 
mission of futures exchanges 
and floor traders to ensure the 
integrity of future trading 

On environmental! issues, the 
delegates said producers should 
be compensated when agri- 
cultural production costs are 
adversely affected by actions 
taken to protect endangered 
species. They also expressed 
opposition to proposals to tle 
farm program benefits to well- 
testing and 
contamination 

While acknowledging a need 
for increased research in inte- 
grated pest management, 
water quality and biotech- 
nology programs, the delegates 
said the efforts should result 
from new funding, not at the 
expense of existing productive 
research programs

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Farm Bill Review 


A Garrett County Viewpoint

Congress began work again this week in Washington, D.C., 
and one major topic on their legislative agenda for the year is the 
1990 farm bill. The farm bill is a five-year program, last revised in 


1985. This year, the lawmakers have three basic options: they can 
let the 1985 farm bill expire, whereby all programs would revert 
back to the old legislation; they can extend the 1985 farm bill for 
another year (postponing the time-consuming and controversial 
issue to a non-election year); or they can write a new farm bill 

Those observers close to ‘the hill" expect a new farm bill to 
be written and passed some time next year. Few believe the 1965 
farm bill will be allowed to expire. Senator Patrick Leahy (D-Vt.) 
c‘wir of the Senate Agriculture Committee pointed out that 
hearings will be conducted the first three months of 1990, and he 
hopes to fashion a farm bill prior to Labor Day. Getting a bill 
passed after that will be difficult, he said, because about half of 
the ag committee will be up for reelection next year. Given a 
choice between working on a farm bill and campaigning for 
reelection, the latter may be a more powerful draw, he added 
American Farm Bureau Federation President Dean Kleckner is 
urging Congress to wrap up the 1990 farm bill by mid-summer to 
avoid the frenzy of election-year politics 

Some correspondents look for improvements to be made to 
commodities programs. That improvement may take the form of 
giving farmers more flexibility within the quota system, enabling 
them to shift from one crop to another as market conditions 
change. The increase in demand for oats and processed oat bran 
is an example. Large quantities of oats are now being imported 
from Canada and other nations to keep pace with those wanting to 
eat ‘“‘heart-healthy,"’ because U.S. farmers are locked into 
commodities and oat production has not been able to keep pace 

Flexibility seems to be a key word in all conversations 
regarding the farm bill this year. At the USDA Outlook ‘9 
conference in December, and 
House Agriculture Committee members talked about the need for 

‘flexibility"’ in the new farm law. Senator Leahy, along with the 

Senate Agriculture Committee's ranking Republican, Richard 
Lugar, endorsed the concept of flexible planting by introducing 
legislation that would base future crop payments on historical 
bases and leave farmers free to plant whatever “program” crops 
they want 

This time, a number of pressures normally outside the 
customary debate over agricultural policy are expected to 
surface. Entering into the agenda this year will be animal 
welfare, environmental and food safety activists. Also needing 
consideration will be the federal budget and world trade. AFBF's 
Kleckner said that American farmers will have their own 
environmental agenda in the debate over the farm bill and “I 
believe the facts will support our position." 

Kleckner said farmers are most concerned about efforts by 
environmental groups to tighten regulations on the use of 
chemicals and fertilizers. ‘Some groups want an all-organic 
agriculture. That will fly like a lead balioon,"’ he said. ‘‘We're not 
against environmental safeguards. In truth we are using fewer 
chemicals, but we have to produce food and we can't do it without 
chemicals and fertilizers,"’ he added 

Early in the discussions, the current milk pricing program 
will be under question. Major questions will include: ‘Should the 
industry adopt a form of component pricing?’’ and ‘Should the 
1990 dairy program be based on the traditional values of butterfat 
production, or on total milk solids’"’ Those speaking for the 
nation’s dairy farmers feel it is critical that policy makers who 
help formulate the 1990 farm bill understand the impact farm 
policy can have on the dairy farmer's ability to compete in 
meeting future market needs 

At the recent National Milk Producers Federation 
convention, delegates were unable to agree on a unified position 
on supply management for the 1990 farm bill debate. Senator 
Leahy said he was disappointed. ‘You are missing an important 
opportunity. I do not want you to go into the farm bill, once again, 
in disarray, and suffer the consequences. I do not want to hear 15 
different views of what is good dairy policy,’’ he told them, and 
added that he wanted the delegates to “hash out’ their 
differences 

No whole-herd buyout program is expected to be included in 
this farm bill. Sen. Leahy said that pressure from cattle 
producers would make it very difficult to pass a farm bill with a 
whole-herd termination program. Leahy also told producers to be 
realistic in pressing for new dairy policy. A ‘‘no price cut" policy 
that costs more than $2 billion per year is not in the cards — a 
handful of votes is not enough to win that type of an increase, he 
told convention delegates 

Major attention will also be placed on rural development. One 
proposal under consideration would substantially reform the way 
the government delivers rural development assistance by 
combining several financial programs into a block-grant system 
The major benefit of this approach is that it gives states and local 
governments more control over federal rural development funds, 
allowing the people who live with the problems the chance to 
correct them 
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The plan creates a Rural Development Administration within 
the Department of Agriculture and establishes guidelines for 
states to use in apportioning funds. Changes expected would be 
loosening restrictions of Farmer Mac housing assistance 
(changing the criteria for rural housing loans so that more 
communities qualify as ‘‘rural’’); easing pay-back requirements 
on loans to rural electrification co-ops if the funds have been used 
for community development projects; establishing technology 
and information-sharing services designed to promote crop 
diversification and development of new small agricultural 
support businesses; and offering federal financial assistance for 
upgrading smal) water-delivery systems 

There is much more to come, and it looks like a busy year 
ahead for Congress, for farmers whose incomes depend on the 
decisions made by Congress, and for farm reporters who must try 







to sort it all out and make sense of it

Loan Guarantee 


Program Noted

The Farmers Home Admin- 
istration (FmHA) has a new 
loan guarantee program to 
assist rural businesses, 
including certain farmers, 
suffering from various weather- 
related disasters of the last two 
years, FmHA Director G 
Wallace Caulk said this week 

The new program, disaster 
assistance for rural business 
enterprises, was enacted as 
part of the Disaster Assistance 
Act of 1989. It provides loan 
guarantees for businesses 
affected by drought, freeze, 
storm, excessive moisture, or 
related conditions, in 1988 or 
1989 

‘We can guarantee a loan of 
up to $10 million made by a local 
lender,"' Caulk said, ‘‘but 
maximum loss covered cannot 
exceed the percentage of 
guarantee multiplied by the un- 
paid principal and accrued 
interest or $2.5 million, which- 
ever is the lesser ammount." 

Thus, the armount of the loan 
will determine the percentage 
of the guarantee for loans 
larger than $2 million. For 
example, a loan of $10 million 
would be limited to a 20-percent 
guarantee, and a $5 million loan 
would not exceed a 40 percent 
guarantee. For loans of §2 
million or less, the maximum 
percentage of guarantee will be 
90 percent 

The program is patterned 
after the U.S. Department of 


of agricultural labor in any 
calendar quarter of the pre- 
vious calendar year is exempt 
Members of the employer's im- 
mediate family also are 
exempt 

An employee paid on a piece- 
rate basis, and who was 
employed in agriculture as a 
hand harvester less than 13 
weeks in the previous year, is 
exempt if he also commutes to 
work daily from his permanent 
residence 

An exemption is extended to 
workers 16 years old or younger 
if the youth is employed as a 
hand harvester, is paid on the 
same piece-rate basis as older 
employees and works on the 
same farm as his parents or 
guardian. Workers principally 
engaged in the range produc- 
tion of livestock also are 
exempt 

In addition, employers do not 
have to pay employees the fed- 
eral minimum wage if the 
workers are in bona fide execu- 
tive administrative or pro- 
fessional jobs; employed on a 
casual basis in domestic serv- 
ice; engaged in the operation of 
ditches, canals or waterways 
not owned or operated for profit 
and used exclusively for agri- 
cultural purposes; engaged in 
the processing of maple sap into 
sugar or syrup; engaged in fish- 
ing or seafood processing; or 
engaged in the transportation of 
fruits and vegetables from the 
farm to the place of first 
processing or marketing 
Forestry and country elevator 
employers with fewer than 
eight or five employees, 
respectively, also are exempt. 

Whitley cautioned: “States 
are increasingly adopting mini- 
mum wage laws that differ 
from the federal standard. 
States are held only to the fed- 
eral standard and many have 
adopted stricter laws and 
exemptions. Employers should 
check with their state employ- 
ment laws before using any 
exemptions," she urged

IRS Issues Notice on 
Agricultural Workers Witholding 
The IRS is finally aware that agricultural employers must 
begin deducting federal income taxes from the wages of 
agricultural workers subject to Social Security (FICA) taxes. As 


you all know, Congress included this provision in the 1989 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act 
The IRS sent Notice 907 to over 400,000 agricultural 


employers along with the December mailing of Form 943, 
“Employer's Annual Tax Return for Agricultural Employees." 
The notice explains Usal agricultural employers should ask each 
farm worker to submit a completed Form W4, “Employee's 
Withholding Allowance Certificate," so the employer can 
determine how much to withhold each payday for all cash wages 
paid after 1989 

Many farm workers will also need Form SS-5, ° 
for a Social Security Number Card,"’ to get a Social Security 
number. Form SS-5 is available from the Social Security 
Administration offices. Employers can call the IRS forms order 
number, 1-800-424-376 to order Forms W4 and Circular E. We also

scribe hours for clearing and 
cleaning sidewalks 


(44) Voting Machines. To pur 
chase, lease, borrow, install

(45) Zoning. To exercise the 
oowere 264 th olannine and ron 
ing, conferred upon municipal 
corporations generally in 
Article 668 of the Annotated 
Code of Maryland, (1957 edition 
as amended). subject however,

(46) Environmental Protec- 
tion. To provide for the protec 
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tion, promotions and preser 
vation of the natural environ 
ment, including, but not limited 
to. trees, plants, animals, rivers

(47) Historic Preservation. To 
provide for the preservation 
maintenance restoration 
rehabilitation, and promotion of

Health Dept. 
Notes Increase 


In Rabies Cases 


Two more rabies cases were 
confirmed last week by the Gar- 
rett County Environmental 
Health Department, according 
to Rodney Glotfelty, assistant 
director, who stated his sur- 
prise at the total number of 
cases reported so far this year. 

Glotfelty stated that a total of 
seven cases were confirmed in 
Garrett County last year and 
that, so far this year, there have 
been four reported cases. He 
reported that this increase may 
be a result of the unseasonably 
warm temperatures in January 
this year, noting, ‘‘The animals 
are likely moving around more 
in this type of weather." 

Dick and Marsha McKenzie, 
submitted a raccoon to 
authorities last Thursday after 
several of their dogs dragged 
the animal out of the woods 
near their home on Rt. 219, 
north of Grantsville 

Although there was no human 
exposure to the rabid animal, 
several unvaccinated dogs and 
cats had to be destroyed, said 
Glotfelty 

The second rabid animal 
incident to occur last week was 
reported by Walter Swauger 
who spotted another raccoon 
Thursday afternoon on Bishoff 
Road off Rt. 42. A neighbor was 
reportedly exposed to the rabid 
anima! but all the dogs in the 
vicinity had been vaccinated. 

Glotfelty cautioned that since 
‘these cases are cropping up all 
over the county (the first two 
cases of the year having been in 
the Gorman area), no geo 
graphical location is immune." 
He urged, once again, that 
residents make sure all their 
domestic animals have up-to 
date rabies vaccinations

Community Development Grant 
Program Open, County May Apply 


The Maryland Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD) an- 
nounced the opening of the 
Small Cities Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) Program on January 
18. The funding the Sta‘e of 
Maryland receives for the 
CDBG program comes from the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
(HUD). Nineteen counties and 
111 municipalities in Maryland 
are eligible to compete for fund- 
ing. This is the fourth funding 
cycle which has been adminis- 
tered by DHCD 

According to the DHCD, the 
primary objectives of the Mary- 
land Small Cities Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) Program are to pre- 
serve and develop viable rural

Gypsy Voth Task 


korce Outlines 
1 oluntary Program 


The Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners recently 
approved the gypsy moth task 
force's recommendation to hire 
High Tech Applicators, Inc., 
Elkins, W.Va., to perform the 
aerial spraying in the county's 
gypsy moth suppression 
program 

According to the gypsy moth 
task force, the gypsy moth has 
become a serious pest in this 
area by defoliating forest and 
shade trees, damaging 
thousands of acres of timber 
and becoming an unpleasant 
nuisance in residential areas 
Last year some areas of the 
county were invaded in such 
numbers that damage to trees 
was visable in a few days and 
residents were able to hear the 
caterpillars feeding 

Although the state conducted 
an aerial spraying program in 
Garrett County last year, few 
private landowners were 
eligible and the use of the 
insecticide b.t., combined with 
the wet spring weather limited 
the effectiveness of that spray- 
ing, and many landowners had 
their property sprayed at their 
own expense 

To develop a more effective 
and economic plan for 1990, the 
County Commissioners appoint- 
ed a gypsy moth task force, who 

recommended that the county 
implement its own plan to 
protect private land, funding 
the program on a cost-share

Ryscavage Reports To County 
Commissioners On Funding Equity 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners this week announced 
that Garrett County Super 
intendent of Schools, Dr 
Jerome Ryscavage, presented 
the board with a report regard- 
ing state-wide education fund- 
ing equity and its effects on the 
Garrett County public educa- 
tion system. The report, written 
by Dr. Ryscavage on behalf of 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education, was presented last 
week to state legislators in An- 
napolis in hopes of a state-wide 
effort to review the funding 
system 

The report stated, ‘‘Over the 
past ten-year period substantial 
state increases have been made 
in the basic current expense 
program through both the Civ- 
iletti program and, most 
recently, the Action Plan for 
Education Excellence (APEX) 

Even though the per student 
costs in Garrett County have 
risen substantially over this 
period, the difference between 
Garrett County costs and state 
average costs has remained 
static. As a result, it remains 
just as difficult to provide sim- 
ilar services in Garrett County 
to those found in the state-wide 
average district today as it did 
ten years ago.” 

The report continued, ‘Only 
by moving forward in conjunc- 
tion with the State commitment 
to APEX in FY 1983 will this 
situation begin to improve 
Once this level has been at- 
tained we believe that the State 
should move to 100 percent 
funding of the average per pupil 
costs as a demonstration of 
commitment to providing 
equity for all students in the 
stale 

According to the report en- 
titled, “Pushing For Greater 
Equity Now A Brief 


Rationale,’ every school sys- 
tem in the state has needs re- 
gardiess of each jurisdiction's 
ability to meet those needs, not- 
ing that the less affluent dis- 
tricts are the ones with the most 
pronounced problems 

The report stated five ex- 
amples of needs in the Garrett 
County school systern that fall 
below state standards, includ- 
ing the need for improvement in 
the overall salary scale for 
teachers. “The current salary 
scale is clearly the poorest in 
the state," according to the 
report 

Other areas of improvement 
cited were: an improvement in 


level is one teacher to 24 stu- 
dents), an establishment of an 
alternative education program 
for youngsters who would other- 
wise not graduate, the comple- 
tion of an elementary guidance 
program, and a school nursing 


program 
On the last point of need, the 
report states, “Although the

But the 
present generation has never had such a luxury. 
Let's hope we don’t blow it.

In the real 
world if Arby's doesn't give me 
satisfaction then McDonald's 
will glady provide me with an 
alternative. Secondly, when I 
spend good money for an edu- 
cation I don't necessarily get a 
good education. In the real 


quality Big Mac) I can get my 
money back with no questions 
asked. Do you think a local 
school district will give a money 
back guarantee to the parents 
of a high school dropout? Why 
should we expect less from 
government” 

Schools don't need more help 
they need more competition. If 
you want to see educationai 
progress give parents and chil- 
dren choices, options, and 
alternatives. For instance why 
couldn't kids attend their school 
of choice, or why not give 
private schools an opportunity 
to compete by not making con- 
sumers pay twice, or why not 
let people homeschool their kids 
without making them jump 
through hoops 

Lat's look to the free market 
for answers before taking the 
easy way out and empowering 
the government to take more 
control of our lives. Believe in 
freedom. It works!

The Garrett County Board of 
County Commissioners is con- 
sidering submitting an applica- 
tion for CDBG funds. They will 
be conducting two public hear- 
ings, the first of which will be to 
solicit citizen comment and in- 
put and the second to review a 
draft application. The hearings 
will be held February 13 and 
March 6 at 9 a.m. in the county 
commissioners’ meeting room 

Additional information on the 
CDBG Program and its applica- 
tion requirements can be ob- 
tained from County's CDBG 
Administrator, Peggy Jamison, 
County Planning and Zoning Of- 
fice in the Old Courthouse, 
Room 307 

Ms. Jamison said Garrett 
County has been successful in 
past years in obtaining CDBG 
funds for a variety of housing 
and public facility projects. In 
late 1987, the county received 
funding for two projects: the 
Crellin Sewer System project 
and a homeownership project in 
Mt. Lake Park. The Crellin 
Sewer project funds were used 
as the local share for the con- 
struction of a septic tank-small 
diameter collection system and 
sewage treatment plant within 
the community of Crellin. 

The majority of funds for the 
project were supplied by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and the Mary- 
land Department of the 
Environment. The sub-reci- 
pient for the project was the 
Garrett County Sanitary 
District, Inc 

The Community Action 
Agency was the sub-recipient 
for the funds received for the 
homeownership project. The 
agency purchased the property, 
subdivided it, and installed the 
infrastructure (i.e., roads, 
water and sewer system, utili- 
ties). In addition, staff persons 
at Community Action are 
assisting persons in packaging 
financing through a variety of 
state and federal programs to 
purchase the lot and build a 
home. At the present, there are 
four homes in the subdivision, 
known as Woodridge Park 

Last fall, Garrett County re- 
ceived funding for two addi- 
tional projects: the replace- 
ment of the water tank and im- 
provements to the water system 
in the Community of Crellin and 
the renovation of the old Center 
Street School as a multi-service 
center 

Ms. Jamison said it is 
expected that the Center Street 
School, once complete, will 
house the administrative offices 
of Community Action, the Oak- 
land Senior Citizen Center, two 
Head Start Centers, classrooms 
for Garrett Community College, 
and may include several units 
of sheltered housing for the 
elderly 

Both projects are still in the

Property owners are asked to 
base their decision to apply for 
this program on experience last 
year; during the gypsy moth 
outbreak or by conducting a 
survey of their property in 
search of high concentrations of 
gypsy moth egg masses. These 
were laid last summer, are buff 
colored hairy ovoids approxi- 
mately one inch long and con- 
tain 500-1000 eggs. The egg 
masses can be found on the 
undersides of branches, tree 
trunks, stone walls, eaves of 
houses and in shade protected 
areas, according to the task 
force 

Egg masses can be destroyed 
by scraping them into con- 
tainers of kerosene or creosote 
Gloves should be worn when 
handling egg masses to avoid 
skin irriation. Residents are 
reminded that even though 
their property was sprayed last 
year, it may need to be treated 
again this year. Even though 
defoliation control may have 
been achieved following last 
year’s spraying, in areas of 
high infestation enough cater- 
pillars would have survived to 
mature and lay significant egg 
masses, stated a spokesperson 

The County Commissioners 
have committed $300,000 to the 
1990 program. With the 
program being funded on a cost- 
share basis, this will fund 
approximately 60,000 acres of 
private land. The county's 
share is $5.00 per acre 

Applicants in general will 
also be charged $5.00 per acre, 
but because of the additional 
time and costs required to 
handle the coordination and 
spraying of small parcels of 
land, there will be a minimum 
charge of $50.00 per application 
In other words, if the appli- 
cation is for 10 acres or less, the 
cost will be $50.00 However, 
landowners with adjacent 
property can work together and 
file a single application and 
divide the cost. For example, if 
a landowner has three acres he 
wants sprayed and files an 
application by himself, his cost 
will be $50.00. If his neighbor 
also has three acres to be 
sprayed and they file an appli- 
cation together, it will cost each 
landowner $25.00. If another 
neighbor with six acres joins 
them in applying, the cost of the 
application is now $5.00 per acre 
times 12 acres or $60.00 and the 
UWiels Lal Piva ie ict reg 
adjacent properties are 
included in a single application, 
a single map covering the total 
acreage can be submitted 

Payment must accompany 
the application, and at least half 
the cost must be paid at the

before April 30 

As part of the application 
process the landowner must ob- 
tain an aerial map from the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS) 
office located on the top floor of 
the new section of the Garrett 
County Courthouse. After the 
acreage to be sprayed is 
marked on the map, the ASCS 


funds are limited, individual 
landowners cannot be notified 
about the program. Instead the 
task force is relying on media 
news articles and advertising 
and “word-of-mouth” to inform 
those interested. Anyone who 
knows of a property owner who 
may be interested, especially 
one who is a non-resident, is 
asked to share this information 


with that person

Groundhog Day (Candlemass)

It may come as a great surprise to many people, that 
Groundhog Day, as we know it, has evolved from a religious 
holiday. Let us explore this 

As most of us are aware, the actual date of Christ's birth is 
unknown, various Christian beliefs, of old, having celebrated it 
from spring through summer, into early fall and winter. In 54 
A.D., these various religions got together and established 
December 25 as the date to celebrate the Feast of Christmas. 
According to the Jewish ritual (described in the second chapter of 
Luke), 40 days after the birth of Christ, Mary presented herself to 
the Temple for purification. ‘‘Candlemas is so called because on 
this day, since early Christian times, all the candles and tapers to 
be used in the church during the year were consecrated. Lighted 
candles were distributed and carried in procession through the 
church by the clergy and laity, accompanied by organ and choir 
music, therefore ‘candle-mass,’ one of the most beautiful of early 
church ceremonies. ‘The solemn procession represents the entry 
of Christ, who is the light of the world, into the Temple of 
Jerusalem.’ The day also cormmemorates the Purification of the 
Virgin.” 

Going back, 40 days after December 2, is February 2, now 
known as Groundhog Day (in this country). The early people, 
before the advent of modern technology, were very observant of 
their surroundings, and passed this knowledge or observations, 
on from generation to generation by word of mouth, most 
assumed to be illiterate in those days. Over the years, they 
observed, ‘If Candlemas be fair and clear, there'll be two winters 
in this year,"’ or, “On February second day, have half your corn 
and half your hay,"’ or, from an English translation from the 
German, ‘‘The shepherd would rather see the wolf enter his stable 
on Candlemas Day than the sun." 

Then later on, we don’t know how much later, they observed 
that the badger (European, of course) came out of hibernation on 
(or about) Candlemas Day. If he saw his shadow, it scared him, 
and he re-entered his burrow for another six weeks or so. If, on the 
other hand, the day was overcast, and no shadow visible, the 
badger was convinced that winter was over 

So, as the celebration of Candlemas waned (and few religions 
observe it today to my knowledge) they continued to observe the 
badger. It is certainly easy to see how the legend was transferred 
to the groundhog or woodchuck by the early Germans ( Amish and 
Mennonites) settling the New World. We did not have the badger, 
as they knew it, and the “chuck” was the only hibernator 
available, and seerned to follow the well-known pattern of the 
beager | pholo-perieu) 

In reality, from the standpoint of the wildlife biologist (me, 
and others), the appearance of the groundhog at that time of the 
year is a sex response. Males and females apparently hibernate 
in separate burrows, and at this time of year, the male emerges, 
seeks out the female's burrow, and mating takes place. With a 


gestation period of 31/32 days, the young are born near the end of 
hibernation 
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The Trashing Of America: 
Saving The Earth Through Recycling

Earth Day, 1970. It was at the 
height of the environmental 
movement when recycling was 
the ‘‘in"’ thing to do 

Stepping a bit further back 
into history, recycling boomed 
during World War II as 
Americans saved tin cans, 
paper and other materials for 
the war effort 

Now, in 1990, another war is 
being waged — a war to change 
the wasteful habits of American 
life and, in the process, save the 
earth from becoming saturated 
with nothing but garbage. That 
garbage is composed signifi- 
cantly of materials that never 
decompose and hazardous, 
toxic substances that become 
part of the air above and the 
ground below 

More than half the cities in 
America will exhaust their cur- 
rent landfills sometime this 
year and thousands have 
already been closed because of 
pollution problems. ( According 
to the environmental organi- 
zation, Greenpeace, landfills 
are closing at the rate of 10 pei 
week.) 

The ever-increasing problem 
of solid waste in this country 
reflects a trend in lifestyles that 
emphasizes convenience and 
consumption. In fact, since 
1960, the waste generated by 
packaging has increased more 
than 200 percent — a fact other 
industrial countries are not 
experiencing. Per person, these 
other industrial counties 


produce half as much trash as 
Americans and recycle a large 
portion of it 

In numbers, Americans gen- 
erate approximately 160 million 
tons of solid waste each year, 
according to the Environmental 
Protection Agency. Broken 
down further, this means that 
every man, woman and child 
generates about four pounds of 
garbage per day 

Each county in Maryland is 
now under a state mandate to 
recycle at least 15 percent of its 
solid waste by the year 196 
Garrett County was one of the 
first five counties in the state to 
submit a draft plan on 
recycling, and the effort to 
recycle has received tremend- 
ous support from the Garrett 
County League of Women 
Voters who have already con- 
ducted a public informational 
meeting on the effort. The 
group is now in the process of 
organizing a committee to get a 
country-wide program under- 
way 

Already, efforts by the group 
have yielded local businesses 
that are available to help with 
the recycling program by 
accepting (and, in some cases, 
picking up) certain items 

Recycling is certainly the 
single most effective method of 
reducing the amount of trash 
generated, and the most 
successful community re- 
cycling programs are those 
designed to encourage wide- 
spread participation by local 
residents Community 
programs, ideally, provide 
curbside collection of re- 
cyclable materials and require 
residents to separate glass, 
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plastics, and metal 
wastes 

Curbside collection in Garrett 
County, of course, is only pos- 
sible in the municipal areas, 
and since a large number of 
residents are rural, it is more 
feasible that those individuals 
carry away their own garbage 
(a practice they are certainly 
accustomed to) 

Until a more formal effort is 
organized, at least one site has 
been established for the drop- 
off of newspapers, glass 
(separated by color) and cans. 
This site is the office of the Gar- 
rett County League of Women 
Voters, 223 E. Alder Street, 
Oakland 

Although recycling effec- 
tively reduces the solid waste 
stream in the case of glass, 
metal and paper materials, 
plastic is one extensively used 
material that, as yet, cannot be 
easily recycled. Not only does 
the recycling process of plastic 
lead to toxic gases being 
emitted into the atmosphere, 
but most plastic containers are 
also constructed using more 
than one different kind of 
plastic material which makes 
the breakdown process more 
complicated. 

Since plastic packaging 
makes up 30 percent by weight 
and 50 percent by volume of all 
the trash found in landfills, one 
of the most desirable options for 
reducing the amount of trash 
generated (especially in the 
case of plastics) is to reduce the 
amount generated in the first 
place 

But, until there is a national 
effort backing new laws and 
regulations to discourage their 
excessive use of materials, 
waste reduction is unlikely to 
make a serious dent in the 
amount of waste generated 
Producers and manufacturers 
of plastics may have to realize a 
substantial direct savings to 
alter their products 

According to a recent United 
Feature Syndicate, Inc. article 
by Jack Anderson and Dale Van 
Atta, ‘‘The plastics industry is

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WHAT A DUMP! And there’s plenty more where this came from. The question is 
going?” Landfills are closing at a rate of 10 per year, according to the environmentalist group 
Greenpeace. They are filling up faster than one can imagine, not only with paper, cans and plastics 
but with toxic materials and materials that never break down. An effort to recycle solid waste is now 
underway (in the preliminary stage) in Garrett County as well as all over America. According to 
statistics, only 11 percent of America’s garbage is now being recycled. That means that 89 percent is 
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being placed in a landfill or incinerated. It's time to recycle 


gearing up for a multi-million 
dollar propaganda campaign to 
convince Americans that 
plastic containers are environ- 
mentally benign."’ The article 
states that a $150 million 
campaign in order to reverse 
the negative attitudes toward 
plastics has been proposed by 
the Society of the Friastics 
Industry. 

“That $150 million could go a 
long way in researching alter- 
natives to plastics or 
recycling,’’ cautioned Anderson 
and Van Atta 

Legislation, on both the state 
and national level, is 
attempting to further the 
recycling movement. It is, how- 
ever, also up to the individual to 
make sure any proposed 
legislation does, in fact, pass 
and that lawmakers are not just 
paying lip service to the effort 

On the national front, Presi- 
dent Bush is moving to make 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency a cabinet department, 
“giving the agency the status it 
has deserved since it was 
created two decades ago," 
according to a recent article in 
the Baltimore Sun. 

Bush has stated, “The en- 
vironmental challenges that 
face America and the world are 
so important that they must be 
addressed from the highest 
level of our government."’ 

In the interim, individual 
efforts to consume less and 
recycle more are imperative 
Following is a list of simple, 
common sense tasks that range 
from easy to difficult that the

When purchasing only one or 
two items, simply reject the 
paper bag and opt to carry it out 
of the store as is 

Try to find sources for and 
choose products that are made 
from recycled material 

Avoid items wrapped in layer 
after layer of packaging 

Utilize your own in-house 
paper recycling program by 
using more scrap paper and 
recycling newspapers (an 
excellent additive to compost 
piles). It takes an entire forest 
— over 500,000 trees — to supply 
Americans with their Sunday 
newspapers every week, 
according to 50 Simple Things 
You Can Do To Save The Earth 
by The Earth Works Group 
Americans use 50 million tons of 
paper annually, which means 
we consume more than 80 
million trees. Making new 
paper from old paper uses 30 to 
55 percent less energy than 
making paper from trees and 
reduces air pollution by 9% 
percent 

Recycle glass. Each year we 
discard 28 billion glass bottles 
and jars, and glass produced 
from recycled glass instead of 
raw material reduces air pollu- 
tion by 20 percent and water 
pollution by 50 percent 

Recycle aluminum cans. In 
1988, aluminum can recycling 
saved more than 11 billion kilo- 
watt hours of electricity. The 
public should also be aware that 
if an aluminum can is thrown 
out of a car window, it will still 
be littering the earth up to 500 
years later 

Use cloth diapers. Disposable 
diapers can take up to 500 years 
to decompose in a landfill 
whereas cotton diapers can be 
reused up to 100 times and take 
only one to six months to 
decompose Americans 
reportedly discard 18 billion dis- 
posable diapers a year 

Vie a ale

chemical ones. According to 30 
Simple Things You Can Do To 
Save The Earth, “There are 
more toxins in the average 
American home today than 
there were in the average 
chemical laboratory 100 years 
ago 

Use less and recycle more 
plastic cups and other dis 
posable items such as plastic 
trays and utensils and dis- 
posable razors 

Do not support the manu- 
facturing of styrofoam plastic 
(which never decomposes) by 
asking for an alternative pack- 
aging material. Eggs, for 
instance, can be purchased in 
cardboard instead of foam con- 
tainers

“The last of more than 815,000 
Form 1099G's have been mailed 
to Maryland taxpayers, and we 
are answering hundreds of 
questions about the forms on 
our information lines,"’ State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 
said. 

Under federal law, the 
Income Tax Division must send 
the 1099G information forms to 
taxpayers who itemized deduc- 
tions last year and received a 
refund from the state of Mary- 
land. ‘‘Most of the questions are 
coming from taxpayers who 
used part of their state refund 
as a contribution to the Chesa- 
peake Bay and Endangered 
Species Fund or applied their 
refund to their 1989 estimated 
taxes,"’ Goldstein said 

Those taxpayers didn't get a 
check for the full amount of 
their refund because they desig- 
nated the money for the tax 
checkoff or their estimated 
taxes. Even though they didn't 
receive a check for the full 
amount, federal law says they 
did receive the benefit of the full 
amount of their eligible refund 

The 1099G is a reminder to 
taxpayers to report the state 
income tax refund as income on 
their 1989 federal income tax 
return.

Human Resources 
Begins Parent 
Locater Program 


In an attempt to assure that 
Maryland's children receive the 
support they need and deserve 
from their absentee parents, 
the Department of Human Re- 
sources, Child Support Enforce- 
ment Administration, has 
implemented a Ten Most 
Wanted Program 

A press conference announc- 
ing the state's ten most wanted 
obligors, was held Monday, 
January 29, at the Baltimore 
City Sheriff's Department Child 
Support Office 

“The publicity will encourage 
delinquent obligors, who could 
become one of the Ten Most 
Wanted, to pay their arrears 
and to keep their ongoing obli- 
gation current’’ said DHR 
Secretary Carolyn W. Colvin 
“Governor Schaefer is very 
supportive of our efforts and he 
believes that parents should 
continue to pay their child sup- 

The public is asked to call a 
telephone hotline number 
(1-800-492-5676) to provide infor- 
mation on the location of these 
wanted persons 

All information will be fed 
back to the local child support 
enforcement agency. The 
agency will give the new infor- 
mation to the local sheriff's 
department, who will serve the 
outstanding warrants 

Frank Traglia, acting Execu- 
tive Director of the Child Sup- 
port Enforcement Administra- 
tion said he cannot estimate 
how much money will be col- 
lected from this new program 

“We know the program will 
be successful,"’ Traglia said 
“Other states using this pro 
gram have been able to locate 
absentee parents and get them 
to pay the money that is owed. 

‘‘Besides helping locate these 
parents, the program will en- 
courage other obligors to pay 
their past due child support to 
avoid appearing on a future Ten 
Most Wanted list," he said. 

In addition to the Ten Most 
Wanted Program, CESA has 
implemented a wage lien pro- 
gram against federal em- 
ployees who are delinquent in 
their child support payments 

CESA's master file and 
federal employee files covering 
the Department of Defense, 
U.S. Postal employees and 
Office of Personnel Manage- 
ment are being matched 

Out of the first group of 
names from the Department of 
Defense's civilian and military 
employees, 244 were referred 
for allotment/wage lien actions 
and 573 for detailed investi- 
gation for possible action

State Program Helps Employers 
Hire Disabled Individuals 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced a new 
state-sponsored program that 
encourages corporations to hire 
qualified disabled individuals 

Maryland Corporate Partner- 
ship, Inc. (MCP), provides busi- 
nesses with a central data bank 
of qualified disabled employees 
as well as information on suit- 
able training programs tailored 
to a company's individual 
needs 

“One phone call can put 
Maryland companies in touch 
with an untapped workforce 
that is competent and reliable," 
the governor said 

Since it began last spring as a 
pilot program, MCP’s prelimi- 
nary campaign has resulted in 
the placement of more than 100 
disabled people in jobs through 
out the state 

*There are many incentives 
for businesses to hire qualified 
capable individuals who are dis- 
abled, and smart companies 
will take advantage of them,” 
said the governor. Among these 
incentives are Targeted Jobs 
Tax Credits of up to $2,400, tax 
write-offs of up to $35,000 for 
environmental adaptations re- 
lated to handicapped accessi- 
bility, up to 50 percent reim- 
bursement training, free 
tools and specialized equipment 
and hiring assistance 

MCP director James M 
Heller said that close cooper- 
ation between ‘‘corporate 
partners and agency partners” 
is essential to the success of the 
hiring program. “MCP is a win- 
win idea that works,” said 
Heller 

“A corporate partner is any 
Maryland business interested in 
hiring qualified disabled 
individuals, and an agency 
partner is any private or public 
agency that provides training 
or placement services to dis- 
abled individuals or special ser- 
vices to corporations,” said 
Heller 

There are currently 107 
agencies registered in MCP's 
computerized data bank, to 
gether with 686 potential jobs 
for the qualified disabled, he ex- 
plained. 

According to Marian Vessels, 
executive director of the Gover- 
nor's Committee on the 
Employment of People with 
Disabilities, the performance of 
disabled workers in some cases 
exceeds that of non-disabled 
employees. Vessels cites a 
recent survey (based on ratings 
of disabled workers by super- 
visors in 17 federal agencies) 
that showed exceptionally high 
ratings for disabled workers in 
their ability to be assimilated 
into the workforce (96.7 per- 
cent), dedication and attitude 
(94.8 percent), high produc- 
tivity (94.3 percent), ability to 
learn (93.5 percent) and overall 
performance (91.6 percent) 

These percentages represent 
performance equal to, or better 
than, non<lisabled employees, 
and closely match results of a 
similar survey done by the Du-

MCP acts as a state-assisted 
employment agency that helps 
companies in search of quali 
fied personnel,’ said Vessels 
It is a way for companies to 
save money on advertising and 
personnel recruitment and to 
improve employee retention.” 


Vessels said that, in addition 
to financial incentives, MCP 
provides human resource and 
hiring assistance as well as 
training programs for disabled 
employees and sensitivity train- 
ing for both management and 
non-disabled employees 

MCP is affiliated with the 
Governor's Office for Handi- 
capped Individuals, the 
Governor's Committee on Em- 
ployment of People with Disa- 
bilities, the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development and the 
Maryland State Department of 
Education's Division of Vo 
cational Rehabilitation

The Youghiogheny River 
Local Advisory Board met last 
Thursday evening for a review 
wf the Capacity 
Study, which was conducted by 
Pennsylvania State University 

Al Graef, Pennsylvania State 
University, reviewed the 
results of the capacity study 

The study reviewed the hy- 
drological characteristics of the 
river, which covered releases 
from Deep Creek Lake dam; 
time factors for raft, kayak and 
canoe navigability on the river, 
especially during releases from 
the dam; and the long-term 
availability and dependability 
of navigable flows for white- 
water boating 

A study of recreational use 
assessment, which included 
whitewater boating on the 
Upper Youghiogheny and other 
recreational uses within the 
river corridor, was also 
conducted 

Other aspects of the study 
included emergency services 
environmental assessment; the 
economic impacts of white- 
water boating; a survey of 
visitors to the river; a survey of 
landowners; and an assessment 
of the recreational capacity of 
Ue saver 

The study then concluded 
with recommendations con- 
cerning the Youghiogheny 
River. Recommendations 
covered what the Department 
of Natural Resources may do 
for emergency services; 
environmental impacts on land 
and the river within the cor- 
ridor; recommendations on the 
allocation of customers among 
commercial companies; limita- 
tions on private use of the 
Youghiogheny River (Penn 
State recommended that at the 
present time it does not appear 
to be necessary to introduce 
restrictions on private boating 
on the river); a section on 
minimizing conflicts between 
landowners and whitewater 
boaters; and recommendations 
about further development of 
the river corridor 

Penn State recommended 
that the Department of Natural 
Resources at this time con-

Commission Calls 


For Incentive 


Grants To Help Students At Risk 


The State Commission for 
Students at Risk has called for a 
comprehensive restructuring of 
schooling to ensure success for 
all students from pre-kinder- 
garten through high school 
graduation 

In its report, “Maryland's 
Challenge,"’ the commission 
recommends a new Maryland's 
Incentive Challenge Grants pro- 
gram to stimulate change in up 
to 580 elementary schools and 50 
middle schools. The partici- 
pating schools would receive 
$100,000 per year for at least 
three years. They would be 
asked to commit themselves to 
the goal of success for all stu- 
dents and agree to establish 
measurable performance 
benchmarks for assessing their 
efforts 

Benchmarks would include 
increases in student perfor- 
mance and reductions in reten- 
tions, absenteeism, and disci- 
plinary removals. The schools 
would develop their improve- 
ment plans with the help of 
teachers, parents, business 
groups, and community 
organizations 

Senator Clarence 
commission chairman, 
members of the 
said that schools that receive 
the incentive grants would be 
piloting the concepts of account- 
ability and school restructuring 
recommended by the 
governor's Commission on 
School Performance, known as 
the Sondheim Commission 

In its report the commission 
quotes the Sondheim Commis- 
sion that ‘poor children must 
not continue to be victims of 
poor schools. The State must 
blow the whistle and mobilize 
the help needed now to assure 

Maryland's future well-being." 

The Commission for Students 
at Risk said that poor children, 
in particular, get a weak start 
in life, then fall behind their 
peers in school, and usually 
stay behind because of a “hos- 
tile environment'’ in school 
The commission said schools 
must change to accommodate 
the diverse needs and learning 
styles of its students. Learning 
takes place, the commission 
said, ‘“‘when it is viewed as 
meaningful to a student's own 
life." 

A new emphasis should be

placed on preventing school 
failure, the commission said. To 
prevent school failure in the 
first place, the commission 
recommended developing inter- 
agency neighborhood-based 
‘family investment centers,” 
increasing the availability of af- 
fordable child care, increasing 
the number of schools that offer 
the Extended Elementary 
Education Program for disad- 


vantaged children, and man- 
datory kindergarten at- 
tendance 


The commission also called 
for continued increases in state 
funding for the dropout pro- 
gram known as ‘Maryland's 
Tomorrow.". The $5.1 million 
program now serves more than 
5,000 students in 76 schools 
across the state 

The commission recom- 
mended actions would give the 
state a comprehensive strategy 
for at-risk children that pro- 
vides a continuum of support 
and development from pre-kin- 
dergarten to graduation and be- 
yond 

Senator Blount and commis- 
sion members will join State 
School Superintendent Joseph 
L. Shilling in presenting the 
commission's recommenda- 
tions at the January 31 meeting 
of the State Board of Education

Training Sessions 


The Garrett County Coopera- 
tive Extension Service is 
offering a financial counseling 
program for volunteers 
interested in providing 
financial assistance training to 
homemakers, according to 
Irmgard R. Koscielniak, 
extension agent 

Koscielniak stated that home- 
makers are now faced with 
many more concerns than just 
cooking and sewing and that 
managing a family income is 
one problem that needs 
addressing. She noted, ‘Since 
the 1970's, income has not kept 
pace with rising costs 
Families, especially one-parent 
families, increasingly have a 
difficult time making ends 
meet. Even two-paycheck 
families must watch their 
spending habits." 

The training of volunteers for 
the program consists of six 
three-hour sessions starting 
Thursday, February 15 and 
continuing on consecutive Mon- 
days, February 26 through 
March 26. Two sessions will be 
held on each date from noon to 3 
p.m. and from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m 

The extension agent acts as a 
consultant to the counselors, 
provides in-service trainings 
and a newsletter. The financial 
training is free but there is a $35 
charge for the extensive guide- 
book manual. In case of can- 
cellation, the fee is non-refund- 
able but a substitute person will

Record Number 
Of Bald Eagle- 
Wintering In Mel. 


A record number of bald 
eagles are wintering in Mary- 
land this year, according to the 
results of the annual mid-winter 
bald eagle survey released this 
week by the Department of 
Natural Resources’ Forest, 
Park and Wildlife Services 
(FPWS) 

The mid-winter survey is part 
of a nationwide effort to 
inventory and monitor the eagle 
population of the United States 
The survey is a cooperative 
effort between the National 
Wildlife Federatien, the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
state conservation agencies 
throughout the county 

Maryland has cooperated in 
the survey since its inception in 
1979. Glenn Therres, FPWS 
nongame and urban wildlife 
supervisor, coordinates Mary- 
land's participation. In 
announcing the results of this 
year's survey, Therres said, 
“The 1990 count is by far the 
largest for Maryland in the 
12-year history of the survey.” 

Mid-winter survey counts are 
made only in those areas of a 
state where major eagle con 
centrations occur; no attempt is 
made to survey an entire state 
Survey teams making the 
counts follow standard 
procedures, specific for each 
area 

Areas surveyed in Maryland 
were the Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds, the Susquehanna 
River below the Conowingo 
Dam and the Blackwater 
Nationa! Wildlife Refuge. Army 
personnel from Aberdeen using 
helicopters cooperated in the 
survey of the Proving Grounds 
and the Susquehanna River 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
FPWS biologists conducted the 
Blackwater survey from the 
ground, at sites located 
throughout the refuge 

Observers counted 187 bald 
eagles at Aberdeen including 
11] adults and 67 immature 
eagles. In the Susquehanna 
River area, two adult and two 
immature bald eagles were 
seen. The count at Blackwater 
NWR was 32 adult and 0) 
immature bald eagles and one 
immature golden eagle. The 24 
eagles observed in Maryland 
during this year's survey is 
nearly twice the number 
recorded here last year 

“Our count is high this year 
for two reasons,’’ Therres 
explained There is an 
increase nationwide in the eagle 
population and severe winter 
conditions have driven many 
eagles from the north into the 
Chesapeake Bay area so we are 
seeing migrants as well as 
resident eagles.’ 

The eagle survey is one of a 
number of on-going nongame 
and urban wildlife projects 
sponsored by the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources. “Our mid-winter 
survey is a good example of an 
activity worthy of support

APPETIZERS 


A good beginning is an appetizer that shakes hands with the dinner, neither duplicating it 
nor displacing it, but acting as a graceful introduction. Serve a light, delicate appetizer before a 
heavy meal and a hearty appetizer before a light meal. Except where appetizers must stand alone, 
as at a cocktail party, with no dinner to follow, plan them to tease the appetite, not drown it 

Most of the following recipes can be made well in advance, particularly the dip sauces, 
which should be chilled before serving. Of course, you would not plan to use the same sauce twice 
ina single meal. A well-planned appetizer sends the guest to the dinner table with high expectations 


The following recipes were taken trom the fourth edition of The American Heart Association Cookbook 








CURRY-YOGURT DIP 

1 cup plain low-fat yogurt 
3 tablespoons mayonnaise 
2-3 teaspoons curry powder 

Drain yogurt in cheesecloth. Combine all 
ingredients. Use as a dip for vegetables. 
Yield: About 1 cup 
Approx. Cal/Serv. ‘2 cup =210 1 Tablespoon = 25 


BASIC CHEESE SAUCE 
Use this basic recipe with variations as a dip, a 
spread, a salad dressing or a delicious replacement 
for sour cream.

Maryland's Department of 
Natural Resources’ (DNR) 
Bureau of Mines in Frostburg 
planted nearly 212,000 trees and 
shrubs on 265 acres of 
reclaimed mined land in 
Allegany and Garrett counties 
during the 1989 planting season 
The Bureau intends to plant a 
similar number of seedlings 
this year as part of the new 
state-wide emphasis on re- 
foresting. 

The Bureau, which is a 
division of DNR's Water 
Resources Administration, pur- 
chased the seedlings from the 
state nursery for $14,600. Coal 
companies, landowners, state 
crews and private contractors 
were involved in planting the 
seedlings. The number of seed- 
lings planted is up from 118,000 
on 140 acres the year before. 

By re-foresting reclaimed 
mined land, the Bureau hopes to 
provide wildlife habitat, food 
and breeding areas and addi- 


tional erosion control for 
already vegetated reclaimed 
areas

Check -Off Voted 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein and Secetary 
Torrey C. Brown, M.D., Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR), have released a sum- 
mary of $504,000 of Chesapeake 
Bay and Endangered Species 
projects funded by Maryland's 
tax check-off program 

Comptroller Goldstein 
applauded Marylanders for the 
check-off's success in its first 
year, saying, ‘While tax check- 
off funds enhance those funds 
previously allocated to Bay 
restoration and endangered 
species activities, they are 
especially important because 
they reflect the public’s direct 
involvement in protecting our 
Bay and endangered species.” 

In releasing the summary of 
expenditures to date, which 
total $504,212, Secretary Brown 
said, “Because of the gen- 
erosity and concern of our 
citizens for our natural 
resources, Maryland barn owls, 
falcons, and fox squirrels are 
getting safe new homes; 
students are learning about 
wildlife and hundreds of people 
have found financial support for 
local Chesapeake Bay restora- 
tion projects.” 

Secretary Brown joined 
Comptroller Goldstein in 
encouraging Maryland tax- 
payers to continue to support 
the check-off on this year's tax 
return 

“In 1989, approximately 
85,000 Marylanders contributed 
nearly $1 million to make all of 
these special projects 
possible,’ said Goldstein 

“With a stronger showing in 
1990, the sky is the limit on the 
amount of good that can be done 
for Maryland's endangered 
species and the Chesapeake 
Bay,” said Secretary Brown 

DNR's Natural Heritage 
Program has currently planned 
23 projects, totaling $187,600, 
ranging from research on 
endangered small mammals to 
restoring endangered spruce 
bog habitat in Western 
Maryland 

DNR's Nongame and Urban 
Wildlife program has desig- 
nated $171,500 for 20 projects 
including: the building and 
placement of Delmarva fox 
squirrel nest boxes and 
peregrine falcon nesting 
towers, a statewide reptile and 
amphibian survey, and the pur- 
chase of radio telemetry equip- 
ment for research on 
threatened animals 

The list of approved projects 
also included the announcement 
of 2% grant awards by the 
Chesapeake Bay Trust for a 
total of $145,112. The Trust sup- 
ports citizen projects and edu- 
cational activities that promote 
the restoration of the Chesa- 
peake Bay. Projects announced 
include: a middie school water 
quality testing program 
involving all nine counties on 
the Eastern Shore, a storm- 
water management workshop 
for Baltimore residents, marsh 
grass plantings in Annapolis, 
and a community water quality 
program in Cecil County

Md. Farm Bureau 
Says Territorial 
Rating Is Fair 


The Maryland Farm Bureau 
supports the use of rating ter- 
fttories to price aitomobile tr 


surance. “The present system, 
which takesinto account the 
number of people and auto- 
mobiles in a certain geograph- 
ical area — along with the 
number of accidents and claims 
— is fair,”’ said Edward Allen, 
Farm Bureau president. 

“Elimination of the rating 
system would be unfair to rural 
and small-town residents be- 
cause it would unfairly increase 
their auto insurance rates,"’ he 
added. ‘Statistics tell us that 
drivers who live in a busy urban 
area like Baltimore have a 
much greater chance of having 
their cars stolen, of being in- 
volved in traffic accidents, and 
of being sued, than drivers who 
live in rural parts of 
Maryland,”’ Allen said 

“This is the way insurance 
works. At times, we may not 
like what the statistics say. But 
we can't ignore the numbers,” 
he added. Allen and Farm 
Bureau members ask: “Why 
should rural drivers with fewer 
accidents and fewer claims sub- 
sidize the insurance cost of 
drivers who have more acci- 
dents and more claims?" 

Allen said he plans to present 
testimony in support of the 
current auto insurance rating 
system at a public hearing to be 
held by the Maryland Insurance 
Department in Baltimore. The 
Maryland Farm Bureau, the 
largest farm organization in the 
state, has 13,800 member 
families 

He said basing insurance 
rates on actual claims costs is 
the proper approach that has 
been used successfully for 
decades and should be pre 
served. “If auto rates are the 
same for everyone, drivers 
living in small towns and rural 
areas will be forced to subsidize 
the heavier losses caused by 
city drivers. That just isn’t 
fair,”’ he said 

‘Look at the other side of the 
coin as it affects rural resi- 
dents,"" Allen said. “Take fire 
insurance, for example. People 
who live in Baltimore pay less 
for fire insurance than do 
people in rural areas,” he 
noted. That's because city fire- 
fighters can get to a fire faster 
and thie bald Anwn Ineeee than 
can rural firefighters, he 
explained 

“For that and other reasons, 
fire insurance rates are higher 
for rural residents and we be- 
lieve they're fair. All we are 
asking is that the samme common 
sense approach be used for auto 
insurance rates,” he said.

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Extension Takes Hands-On Approach 
To Nutrient Management On Farms 


The University of Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Service 
has pulled the gloves off and 
gotten its hands dirty in the 
fight against agricultural pollu 
It is adding punch to its 
programs by providing per- 
sonal services to Maryland's 
agricultural producers 

Since last April, 14 con- 
sultants have been hired 
throughout the state to develop 
“Nutrient Management Plans” 
for farmers. And, these consul- 
tants do get their hands dirty, 
collecting manure and soil 
samples and calibrating appli- 
cation equipment to make it 
easier for farmers to imple 
ment their plans 

Nutrient management plans 
are a detailed “prescription” 
approach to the use of fertili- 
zers. Farmers get a crop 
nutrient recommendation to 
meet their yield goals and man- 
agement guidelines to ensure 
that all of the nutrients applied

‘On the average, 20-30 per- 
cent of the money invested in 
growing a crop is spent on 
fertilizers,"’ said Woodward 

With a nutrient plan, we 
eliminated a lot of the guess- 
work, and so far, farmers par 
ticipating in our program are 
saving an average of $25 per 
acre." 

Since the project began in 
April, more than 198 plans 
covering a total of 8,035 acres 
have been compieted and 2i 
plans are in the works.

500 farms by the end of June 

Currently, consultants are 
assigned to 14 counties: Cecil, 
Harford, Baltimore, Frederick, 
Washington, St. Mary's, 
Charlies, Queen Anne's, Kent, 
Caroline, Dorchester, Somer- 
set, Wicomico, and Worcester 
Eventually the Extension 
Service hopes to place a 
nutrient management con- 
sultant in every Maryland 
county 

Though participation in the 
program is voluntary, a 
nutrient management plan may 
be required if a farmer wishes 
to be eligible for certain agri- 
culturai costsharing programs. 


In addition, nutrient manage- 
ment plans can be incorporated 
into a farmer's Soil Conser- 
vation and Water Quality Plan. 
This option is particularly bene- 
ficial for producers who have a 
manure storage structure 
designed by the Soil Conser- 
vation Service and must pro- 
vide evidence of manure utiliza-

fbrams Seeking 
idditional Funds 
kor The Elderly 


‘We are seeing a continuation 
of the dramatic growth of the 
elderly in our population," 
Rosalie Abrams, director of the 
Maryland Office on Aging told 
the Senate Budget and Taxation 
Committee in Annapolis 
recently as she presented her 
agency's fiscal year 1991 
budget 

“In 1980 there were 576,000 
persons aged 60 or over in 
Maryland, or one out of every 
eight persons. There are now 
735,000 persons age 60 or older 
in Maryland, or about one out of 
every seven people. In the year 
2000, there will be 834,000 per- 
sons age 60 or older, accounting 
for about one out of every six 
people,” she said 

“For those of us in the busi- 
ness of providing services, a 
more important statistic is the 
rapid growth of the very old 
population. In Maryland in the 
year 2000, there will be over 
80,000 persons who will attain 
the age of 8. This group will 
have more than doubled in size 
in the 20 year period since 1980, 
when there were fewer than 
33,000 persons in that age group 

“People over 8 are three 
times more likely to have 
chronic illnesses and need 
assistance to continue living 
independently than the younger 
members of the elderly popula- 
tion. They are also much more 
likely to be without family 
assistance or adequate 
financial resources. It is the 
very old who will increasingly 
have to be the focus of govern- 
ment attention in the future. We 
must modify service delivery in 
a variety of areas — community 
based services, housing, and 
nutrition, to accommodate the 
changing needs of the elderly 
population,” she said 

Currently, state funds, 
totaling slightly over $15 
million, account for about half 
of the Office of Aging budget, 
with the remainder coming 
from federal funds. The Gover- 
nor’s budget request for the 
Office for the next fiscal year is 
for an additional $1,015,495 to 
cover increased costs of 
operating its programs due to 
inflation and population growth 

A major activity serving the 
elderly is the Senior Coordi-

nated Community Care 
Program which provides frail 
older persons individualized in- 
home services to permit them 
to stay in the community and 
not be institutionalized. Many of 
the people now being served are 
without family support. As they 
become older and more frail 
more funds are needed to pro- 
vide the additional services 
they require, Abrams said 

The Office also works 
cooperatively with the In-Home 
Aides Program of the Vepart- 
ment of Human Resources and 
the Adult Day Care Center 
Program through the Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene which now offers 
longer service hours at 27 cen- 
ters to accommodate working 
caregivers 

Other major programs and 
activities funded by the Office 
are 

*Senior Nutrition Program — 
providing home delivered 
meals to frail, home-bound per- 
sons, and congregate meals at 
senior centers and other 
nutrition sites 

*Senior Assisted Housing — 
subsidized housing units pro- 
viding assistance with daily 
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living 
elderly 

*Senior Health Insurance 
Counseling Program pro- 
vides advice and assistance on 
Medicare and other health 
insurance, for the elderly in 13 
counties 

*Respite Care — training and 
establishing a registry of 
workers who are available to be 
employed to provide 
temporary, short-term relief to 
primary caregivers 

*Advocacy a new con 
sumer guide to long term care 
insurance and an up-to-date 
fact sheet on Medicare 

*Home Sharing Program — to 
match people who have surplus 
housing space with persons who 
need housing. Grants have been 
awarded to Baltimore City, St 
Mary's, Anne Arundel, Howard, 
and Prince George's counties 

*Senior Reach Program 
private companies including 
BG&E, C&P Telephone, 
Potomac Edison, and Giant 
Foods are disseminating infor- 
mation about available aging 
services and benefits to their 
employees and customers 

*Senior Employment to 
recruit, train, and place the 
older worker 

“Maryland, like the rest of 
our nation, faces the dilemma 
of increased need for services to 
@ growing aging population at 
the same time of decreased 
federal dollars. We are seeking 
continued state support of those 
essential services that provide 
the quality of life that older 
people deserve, and that, to the 
fullest extent possible will 
enable them to continue to live 
independently without the need 
to be moved to nursing homes 
or other institutions,"’ Abrams

Exceptional Report Given On Spring 
Enrollment Figures To GCC Board 


Garrett Community College's 
Board of Trustees met Tuesday 
evening for exceptional news on 
spring enrollment figures. Con- 
cern was also expressed over 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer's proposed budget for 
1991 

Spring Enrollment 

Dr. Lillian Mitchell, Dean of 
Instruction and Student Ser- 
vices, reported that spring 
enrollment, at 660 students, has 
surpassed fall enrollment 
figures 

Dr. Stephen Herman, presi- 
dent of GCC, stated that in all 


his years of working with col- 
leges, he has never known 


spring enrollment to exceed fall 
enrollment figures 


GCC has 660 students enrolled 
for the spring, a 17 percent in- 
crease over spring of 1989, for a 
full time equivalency figure of 
181.23, an increase of 11 per- 
cent. GCC filled 41 courses and 
only five courses were cancell- 
ed 

Fal! enrollment figures were 
listed at 612 students 

Dr. Mitchell stated that four 
off-campus courses are being 
offered at three different loca- 
tions throughout Garrett Coun- 
ty 

1991 Budget 

Dr. Herman expressed con- 
cern over Governor Schaefer's 
Budget for 1991. ‘‘The Gover- 
nor's Budget is as good as any 
indication we can get. There are 
no new monies in the 
Governor's Budget for com-

munity colleges," said Dr. Her- 
man 

The college currently 
receives around $1,200,000 from 
the state. This figure will be in- 
creased by $38,000. The figure of 
$38,000 represents the sup- 
plemental money the college is 
entitled to due to the increase in 
enrollment. 

We are in the process of im- 
proving the compensation scale 
for employees, hiring new 
faculty and we have ongoing ex- 
penses, plus we are in an infla- 
tionary economy. The amount 
of new resources the state is 
giving us will not in any way 
meet our obligations,"’ Dr. Her- 
man explained The college 
may have to look at an increase 
in tuition rates, but will explore 
all possibilities before deciding 
“I can't imagine the tuition in- 
crease exceeding $5 a credit, 
but we will have to look at the 
situation. We hope that nothing 
is necessary,’ Dr. Herman

Troy's involvement began in 
September last year when he 
embarked on a tour of duty in 
Panama and was significantly 
intensified less than two months 
ago when the coup attempt was 
initiated 

Troy's job was to work with 
the U.S. Army as a Forward Air 
Controller. “‘We basically in 
structed the airplane pilots on 
where to drop the bombs," he 
said. He was part of a four-man 
team whose job it was to decide 
the starting point and the best 
path for the airplanes 

“We were very concerned 
about eveiding the ‘friend- 
lies,’ "' he noted, explaining this 
reference as any civilians in the 
country, including Pan- 
amanians. He added that their 
consideration for innocent lives 
did not seem to be shared by 
Noriega's police/fighting force 
who, he said, “harassed us 
quite a bit, pulling us over in 
jeeps for little things, following 
us in and out of stores.” 

He noted that U.S. Army 
troops were forced to burn their 
own buildings (containing their 
personal possessions) in order 
to save the lives of innocent 
local citizens being shot at by 
the Panamanian forces 

During the military effort, 
Troy was part of a division that

landed on the golf course at a 
Panamanian military base in 
order to clear the buildings of 
Panamanian soldiers. ‘‘We 
were very polite about it,” he 
said, and relayed how the 
Panamanian troops were given 
every opportunity and lots of 
time to the buildings 
before mortar shell 
attack 

As the ‘war’ escalated in 
Panama, the U.S. troops 
stepped up their training effort 
but, according to Troy, ‘You 
can't be totally prepared for 
something like this ever after @ 
lot of training.

Fifth Rabid Animal Case Confirmed; 


( nprecendented High Says Health Dept. 


A rabid skunk was killed last 
Wednesday, January 31, on the 
Finzel Road at the intersection 
of Sampson Rock Road, 
bringing the total of confirmed 
rabid animal cases to an 
unprecedented five just during 
the month of January 


According to Rodney 
Glotfelty, assistant director, 
Garrett County Environmental 
Health Department, the skunk 
was killed by Clarence 
McKenzie (who had reportedly 
noticed the animal around his 
property for a number of 
weeks) when it finally climbed 
up a tree and dropped into a dog 
pen apparently in an attempt to 
get to the dogs inside 


Glotfelty stated that it was 


unusual that the animal would 
have walked around for that 
period of time with the disease, 
since, he said, their experience 
has been that most animals 
would not last that long with 
rabies. 

He further emphasized that 
all the cases so far are added 
indication that the incidence of 
rabies is spread throughout the 
county and not just in one 
concentrated area 

Reportedly, McKenzie's dogs 
did not make contact with the 
skunk but were re-vaccinated 
as a precaution 

Glotfelty urged, once again, 
that residents make every 
effort to have all domestic 
animals vaccinated on a

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Why Should We Pay?... 


The cost of automobile insurance is of concern to 
most citizens, particularly those who have teenage 
drivers in the family and are thus having to pay huge 
sums of money annually in premiums. Out of the 
hundreds of bills now being considered by our state 
legislature there are several that atternpt to address 
the problem. 

One of them is Senate Bill 306 introduced by 
senators in the Baltimore area that is two-fold in its 
approach. The first ‘‘fold"” we like, but the second 
une bothers us to the point that we hope the bill is 
rejected in its entirety. 

The bill would require auto insurance rates to be 
determined on the basis of driving safety records, 
miles driven in the previous calendar year, years of 
driving experience, and “other relevant factors’’ 
that the state insurance commissioner adopts. That 
is the part of the bill that sounds good to us — sort of 
a merit system that rewards the safest, most 
experienced drivers and forces the less careful ones 
to toot the greater part of the bill. 

The second part of the bill, however, calls for an 
end to the territorial rating system that is presently 
used. Right now those of us in the rural areas of the 
state pay lower premiums than Baltimore City 
drivers, for example. The reason for that is obvious 

there are far more drivers, and far more 
accidents, in the urban areas than in the rural areas. 
Also, statistics show that for every 100 property 
durmmage auto mishaps involving city policy-holders, 
there are 75 personal injury claims, while for every 
140 mishaps involving rural drivers, there are only 
40 personal injury claims. Thus, the cost of 
providing insurance in the city is much greater 

Senate Bill 306, however, would ignore that 
difference and remove the territorial rating. In 
effect, rural drivers would suddenly face much 
igher rates in order to subsidize the insurance for 
bultimore City drivers. 

A citizen group in Baltimore called F.A.I.R., 
organized to fight for lower insurance rates in the 
city, presented a petition with about 58,000 
signatures this week to state insurance regulators 
calling for a ban on territorial rating. Obviously 
those signatures were quite easy to get from those 
folks who are paying top dollars for insurance. 
However, we bet several hundred thousand rural 
residents would sign a petition in support of 


territorial rating. Why should we rural folks have to 
y for insurance for the drivers of Baltimore City? 
There have to be better, more equitable ways of 


dealing with high 


insurance rates.

Last February 16, my four- 
year-old son and | were in- 
volved in a severe accident at 
that particular location. My car 
hit ice spots on the roadway and 
I lost control. The car broke off 
two small trees and fell off an 
embankment 23 feet high into 
14 feet of water, miraculously, 
my son and I escaped with 
minor injuries before the car 
completely submerged under 
the water 

The water was caused by a 
backed-up culvert that had not 
been cleared. What a frighten- 
ing thought that an embank- 
ment that high was not pro- 
tected and that water could be 
backed up that far before any- 
one noticed, with daily travel by 
buses carrying children to 
school 

A special thank-you to all fire 
departments that spent hours 
pumping water and volunteer- 
ing time to retrieve my vehicle 
from the cold water. Your con- 
cern for my son and me cannot 
ever be totally rewarded 

I need to thank an elderly 
gentleman, Mr. Harry O'Brien 
and his wife, who spent hours 
days later trying to clear the 
water from the area — a job 
that was not the responsibility 
of his but yet a concern that 
someone else may experience 
the same near tragedy as my 
son and I had. thank you for 
going out of your way to correct 
that 

Also, I would like to thank all 
members of my husband's and 
my families for their support 
and understanding during this 
time 

It truly was wonderful how 
our small community of Acci- 
dent showed their concern and 
support during this time in our 
lives.

I arn writing this letter for one 
reason — to ask the state, 
“where is the justice in the 
justice system?" 

I was recently released from 
the Garrett County jail after 
serving a 90-day sentence of a 
year for simple possession of 
marijuana. While incarcerated, 
I was witness to many things 
that really disturbed me. 

I saw two known sex of- 
fenders get a slap on the wrist 
and then released, one who 
raped and had sexual inter- 
course with a 13-year-old girl. 
He was sentenced to 11 months 
and served 25 days in jail. Upon 
release he said he was going to 
Chicago to work, with the 
blessing of his probation officer. 

Another man, who was 
incarcerated for a sex offense, I 
didn't get to talk to because he 
was in another section of the 
jail. Even though incarcerated, 
after 30 days he was released 
because the state failed to 
charge him. They had him in 
jail awaiting bail, but they 
failed to charge him and he 
went free 

These two men, known of- 
fenders, are now free to roam 
around and prey upon other un- 
suspecting teenage children. 
Now who is the real criminal? 

I committed a misdemeanor 
offense of possession of mari- 
juana. These men committed 
felony counts and were slapped 
on the wrist. The only one I was 
hurting was myself. These men, 
on the other hand, have scared 
children for the rest of their 
lives and probably need 
counseling for some time. 

I have been court ordered to 
attend drug counseling for an 
undetermined amount of time. 
It depends on how I react to the 
counselor and counseling. My 
probation will be watched very 
closely. Who is going to watch a 
sex offender in Chicago and 
keep track of what he is doing? 

Upon my release I now have 
no job, no money, and have 
signed up for welfare. I've re- 
ceived food stamps, may be 
eligible for a prescription card 
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before. Yet every day he was 
allowed to go to work and return 
after 

There were also men ad- 
mitted for theft and various 
assault charges. One man 
repeatedly beat his wife, others 
who were in barroom brawls 
Some were caught red handed 
stealing from the merchants of 
Garrett County. They served 
anywhere from five to ten days 
Who is the real criminal? 

They have committed much 
worse crimes than I. Yet I'm 
the one who is paying the big- 
gest price for my crime 

I think it’s time the county 
officials who make the rules for 
the correctional officers and 
probation olfficers need to re- 
view who the criminal really is! 
These are just some of the in- 
justices I witnessed while being 
incarcerated in the county jail

hours before the attack 

Even then, Troy said, “The 
reality did not hit me until I 
looked out from the helicopter 
to the west of the city and saw a 
ball of fire where the 
comandancia used to be. It 
really kicked in then: this is not 
a game." 

In speaking of the actual take- 
over, Troy stated that the 
objective was to take control of 
Noriega’s forces before going 
after Noriega himself. He said 
the American forces out- 
numbered the Panamanian 
forces by about five to one, add- 
ing that their troops were very 
young, ranging from about 16 to 
2% years of age 

On the subject of Noriega's 
refuge in the Vatican before his 
surrender to the US., Troy 
stated that the Vatican was 
really in a ‘‘Catch-22" situation. 
“It was terrible that they were 
put in that position,’’ he said. 

Troy noted that the change in 
Panama was immediate and 
powerful. A celebration took 
place after Noriega's leaving, 
with people dancing in the 
streets and applauding the 
Americans. While Noriega 
reigned, he said, the 
Panamanians were expected 
and obligated to hate the 
Americans, and were harassed 
by Noriega's forces if they were 
seen even talking to an 
American. 

“Our main goal was to 
liberate the Panamanian people 
who lived in fear of Noriega,” 
he said. 

“Noriega lived a very ex- 
travagant life among all that 
poverty,” Troy noted, adding 
that he owned no less than 16 
houses there 

Troy was quick to point out 
that within seven days of -the 
December 20 attack, a clean-up 
effort was underway by 
American troops, stating, 
“While they were working on 
rebuilding their government, 
we were busy cleaning up the 
land.” 

“A lot of stuff that was there, 
isn't there now. The map 
makers must be going crazy,” 
he said. 

Troy served one year at 
Camp Howze in Korea and was 
stationed at Ft. Polk, La. for 
two years prior to his assign- 
ment in Panama. His four-year 
enlistment is over this month 
but he has already extended 
that enlistment for another 10 
months 

Troy was back home this 
week on emergency leave to 
attend the funeral of his father, 
the late H. David Lundquist, in 
Everett, Pa. Troy resided with 
his mother, Judy E. Miller, and 
her husband, Curtis, before his 
enlistment. After a vacation in 
Florida, Troy will return to 
Panama to finish out his Lour ot 
duty 

A special request was made 
by Troy following his interview 
with The Republican 
newspaper.

150.000 Tax 


Returns Are In 

“Most folks have received 
their W-2 statements by now 
are starting to work on their tax 
returns. That's one reason why 
we're offering extra hours of 
free Maryland income tax help 
this holiday weekend for their 
convenience,"" Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 
said 

The Comptroller noted that 
his office has already received 
nearly 150,000 Maryland income 
tax returns and mailed out 
more than 45,000 state refund 
checks. The checks are aver- 
aging $241, about 8% more than 
at this time last year 

The comptroller said that, for 
the first time, taxpayers are 
being asked to write in their 
subdivision code on the front of 
their return. ‘You'll find the list 
of codes on page two of the tax 
packet instructions. Using the 
right code makes sure your sub- 
division receives its proper 
share of local income tax 
revenue and will speed up your 
refund check,"’ he said 

He also pointed out that tax- 
payers 65 and over or blind are 
now eligible for an extra $1,000 
personal exemption, in addition 
to the regular $1,100 personal 
exemption. ‘‘The amounts are 
different, so be careful when 
filling out the exemptions sec- 
tion on the front of your Mary- 
land return," he added 

To help taxpayers working on 
their Maryland returns, all 15 
Maryland income tax offices 
will offer extra hours of free 
state taxpayer assistance on the 
following dates: Saturday, 
February 10, 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.; 
and Monday, February 12, 8:30 
a.m. to 5 p.m. (Lincoln's birth- 
day) 

The comptroller reminded 
taxpayers that IRS offices will 
also remain open on February 
12 

State tax experts at all 15 lo- 
cations will answer any ques- 
tions, provide the necessary 
forms and even complete Mary- 
land income tax returns free of 
charge. Taxpayers must bring 
a completed copy of their 
federal return and all W-2 state- 
ments to take advantage of this 
free service 

The addresses and telephone 
numbers of all Maryland in- 
come tax offices are listed on 
the back of the state packet and 
in most local telephone direc- 
tories. The toll-free number for 
free state income tax assistance
